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Strength of the Petroleum Situation 


With the exception of one weak feature, 
the unusual increase in the reserve stocks 
of gasoline, the petroleum  industrial- 
commercial situation is now encouragingly 
strong. This year is to see the largest 
production ever recorded for American oil 
fields, but it is not bringing the price re- 
ductions frequently encountered at the year- 
ends. The tendency of the market, in fact, 
is in the other direction. 

This somewhat unusual condition is quite 
logical—that is not prerequisite to its ex- 
istence in the petroleum industry—because 
the actual consumption of petroleum prod- 
ucts and the anticipatory refining of addi- 
tional crude oil have increased the volume 
of demand far more extensively than pro- 
duction has grown. Naturally, this has 
brought about a reduction of the enormous 
stocks of crude petroleum, which had ac- 
cumulated a year ago. Although much of 
this reduction is, in fact, but a change in 
the nature of the reserve stocks from crude 
oil to gasoline, the change has been good 
for the crude oil division of the industry, 
and any eventual weakening of the gaso- 
line market will not be likely to spread hori- 
zontally or vertically. The crude oil market 
is strong. The kerosene and fuel oil mar- 
kets are constantly growing stronger. They 
can, and doubtless will, hold up even though 
the gasoline price structure crack under the 
weight of stocks almost one-third larger 
than those on hand a year ago. 

One thing to be considered is that the 
average price of crude oil is far higher than 
that at the corresponding season last year, 
higher proportionately than even the in- 
creased strength of the market justifies. 
The significance of this condition, however, 
is likely to be shown solely by the absence 
this year of the usual dipping of prices 
toward the first of the new year, with an 
upward turn following shortly after. 

Aside from the general condition of 
strength and promise, the statistical record 
of the past year in the petroleum industry 
presents several interesting features. Here 
is a comparative tabulation of the major 
factors:

One of the most striking features of the 
foregoing record is that only two fields, the 
Midcontinent and its neighbor, the Gulf 
Coast, have contributed to the increase in 
crude oil output over the 1924 records. The 
older fields of the East show their usual slow 
decline. The record of the Rocky Moun- 
tain field reflects the external influences 
which have come to bear on the develop- 
ment of production there. The decline in 
California is in part due to voluntary curtail- 
ment. But, the record still gives rise to the 
thought that the area of oil production in 
the United States may be rather definitely 
limited with respect to future supplies. 


We do not jump at this conclusion, or 
even accept it conditionally. But, there are 
many to whom these figures will have a 
pertinent significance. The foretellers of 
oil famines—they have become quite active 
again—will seize upon this fact of localized 
expansion with a deal of avidity. It fits 
well into the case which they would make, 
and it serves to fill the scope of their nar- 
row vision. They may be right, some day 
they will be right, in their assertions that 
the supply of domestic petroleum is slipping 
toward the vanishing point. We do not vet 
see any clear indication that the coming 
year, as is now being foretold, will see a 
marked falling off in oil production in the 
United States. Geologically, not all the 
fields offer the possibilities of gradually de- 
clining output such as has been the history 
of the Eastern fields. None, however, sup- 
ports an expectation of a rapid declension. 
Production may reach the peak this year, 
but there is no more reason to assume that 
it will than there was to believe, when pro- 
duction in 1924 fell below the level of the 
preceding year, that the peak had been 
passed. The latest record below shows a 
deal of steadiness and intimates, at least, a 
fair measure of control:

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Concerning Census Innovations 

There seems to be some measure of re- 
luctance, in the trades concerned, to accept 
with approval the more comprehensive 
schedules proposed for the 1925 census of 
manufactures. This reluctance, or antipathy 
—it may, in certain instances, be designated 
as opposition—is especially noticeable in the 
trades affected by the elaborate schedules 
proposed for the collection of data on fats 
and oils. 

It appears that only one of the proposed 
schedules in this division of census activi- 
ties has been approved by the trade to such 


an extent as to lead the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus to conclude that its adoption is advis- 
able. This schedule has to do with com- 
pounded shortening fats and the like. The 
leather, paint, and soap industries are re- 
ported to be rather cool toward the pro- 
posals, and the oleomargarin and meat- 
packing industries are but little, if any, more 
favorably inclined in the matter. 


One of the arguments most frequently 
met among the objections to the proposed 
census expansion is that manufacturers have 
adjusted their books and records to the 
basis of the schedules heretofore used and 
cannot readily translate these records into 
the terms of the revised schedules. This is 
a well-taken point; although it argues more 
against the lack of time for readjustment 
than against the necessity or the advisability 
of the revision. This point, however, may 
bring about an objectionable condition; as 
there is some talk of covering the oils and 
fats trades with an extra survey following 
the biennial census. Too much _interro- 
gating will most likely stir up still more 
opposition. It would be well, therefore, we 
believe for manufacturers, whose records 
are not of such detail as to fit in with the 
proposed schedules, to make this point per- 
tectly clear to the census officials, and to 
agree to essay the necessary readjustment 
and to volunteer the more detailed informa- 
tive data as speedily as possible. We speak 
now of all divisions of the census of manu- 
factures. 

There may be objections to the foregoing 
suggestion of agreement. But, we believe 
that the best ultimate interests of all in- 
dustry are conditional to the extent to which 
all relevant data are made accessible, and 
an adequate measure of accessibility is im- 
possible without the full co-operation of all 
concerned. Much of the partisan propa- 
ganda and factitious argument, that are met 
in questions of tariff and the like, could 
never get serious consideration—there is 
doubt that they would be presented—were 
the statistical data of a given industry read- 
ily and fully accessible. The benefits, which 
would redound in this manner to those who 
had provided the factual records, should be 
quite evident to all who have had to fight 
misrepresentation with the inadequate am- 
munition now available in most industries. 

With particular reference to the proposed 
expansion of the fats and oils survey, at- 
tention has been called to the purpose of 
supplementing the biennial census with a 
continuous service of information from all 
major producing centers and markets of the 
world. Data, thus promptly presented, are 
of tenfold value compared with data which 
are at least a year old. But, it seems, there 
must be the same detail in the biennial sur- 
vey that is wanted in the continuous service 
or the latter will not be possible. 

This is a point that deserves full consid- 
eration, and it calls for a clearer explana- 
tion from the proposers than appears so far 
to have been given. It is without doubt a 
potent incentive, and once fully understood, 
should do much to enlist the desired and 
professedly necessary co-operation.

Metric Unit for Rosin 


Editor, Oil Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

In regard to changing the selling unit 
for rosin, as suggested in your leading 
editorial of the current issue, I would like 
to suggest that when such a change is 
found to be desirable the new unit should 
be a metric quantity. From the stand- 
point of direct business the matter is of 
small importance to me, but as at the 
present day all the world is using the 
metric system with the exception of the 


United States and Great seems 


Britain, it 


to me sound wisdom that such a change 
as this should prepare for the inevitable. 

As a tentative suggestion, 125 kilos is 
within five pounds of the present barrel 
unit and is one-eighth of a metric ton. 
Of course, from a purely decimal point 
of view, a package of 100 kilos or 200 
kilos would be preferable, but I strongly 
urge the careful consideration and adop- 
tion of a metric unit

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Muscle Shoals Board 
Reports Differ Widely 


Majority Favors Lease or U. S. 
Operation, While Miunority 


Condemns Latter 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1, 1925. 


Majority and minority reports of the 
Muscle Shoals Commission to President 
Coolidge were made public at the White 
House today. The two reports differ 
radically in their recommendations. The 
majority report favors leasing of the 
plants under proper conditions, and if 
suitable terms are not offered, operation 
by the government. The report is signed 
by John C. McKenzie, Nathaniel Bial and 
R. F. Bower. The minority report, signed 
by Prof. Harry A. Curtis and William Mc- 
Clellan, sets forth that private leases are 
indispensable and that separate power 
and fertilizer leases should be made. It 
also condemns government operation. 


Majority Report 


Salient portions of the majority report 
follow :— 


A majority of the members of the inquiry 
are fully persuaded that the plain mandate of 
section 124 of the national defense act of 
1916, safeguarding the national defense and 
further providing for the use of the plans and 
power for the benefit of agriculture in time of 
peace, cannot be ignored. The Muscle Shoals 
plant was built for the purpose of providing 
nitrogen compounds fixed from the air, to be 
used for explosives in time of war, and the 
manufacture of fertilizers in time of peace; 
not as a hydroelectric power-generating sta- 
tion for distribution purposes. The members of 
the inquiry, having this in mind, are con- 
vinced that nitrogen fixation plants No. 1 and 
No. 2, located, respectively, at Sheffield, Ala.. 
and Muscle Shoals, Ala., together with all 
government property and equipment belong- 
ing thereto, and the Waco limestone quarry in 
Alabama, together with dam No. 2 and dam 
No. 3 if and when constructed, and all their 
hydroelectric and operating appurtenances and 
accessories should be dedicated for use in the 
national defense in time of war and for the 
production of fertilizers and other useful prod- 
ucts in time of peace. 


We recommend the maintenance in uperating 
condition of a large dependable nitrogen-fix- 
ation plant for national defense and a large 
production of improved and concentrated fer- 
tilizers by the continuous operation of present 
or improved plants at Muscle Shoals in active 
production by private enterprise under rea- 
sonable conditions that will encourage and 
promote the ends to be served and that at the 
same time will safeguard the public interest. If 
this cannot be dune through a private lease 
then plans for government operation should 
become effective within ninety days. 

Among conditions of the leasing of 
Muscle Shoals, the niajority sets forth the 
following: 

Since, in our judgment, the operation of the 
nitrate plants can best be accomplished and 
their benefits for the national defense and to 
agriculture can best be assured, by consider- 
ing and dealing with the properties so dedi- 
cated above as a unit, they should be leased 
as a unit and not as separate entities. 

That the lessee shall be required to manu- 
facture nitrogen and other commercial fertil- 
izers or concentrated ingredients for commer- 
cial fertilizers or both, either mixed or un- 
mixed, and with or without filler; on the 
property covered by the lease or at such other 
plant or plants as the lessee may construct, 
using the most economica] source of power 
available. The annual tonnage of these fer- 
tilizers or fertilizer ingredients supplied shall 
contain nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash, 
amounting in the aggregate to at least 18,000 
tons after the third year, of which at least 
one-third shall be nitrogen, and said aggre- 
gate after the fourth year shall be progres- 
sively increased up to a maximum of 70,000 
tons in the tenth year of the lease period, of 
which at least one-third shall be nitrogen, but 
the lessee shall be required to meet the com- 
mercial demand for his fertilizer products up 
to a nitrogen capacity equal to the full capac- 
ity of nitrate plant No. 2 as rapidly as he 
reasonably may be able to do in conformity 
with the commercial demand. ; 

That there should be a limitation placed on 
the amount of profit to the manufacturer 
which should not exceed 8 percent on the fair 
annual cost of production. 

That the lessee shall agree to determine by 
research whether or not, by means of electric 
furnace methods and industrial chemistry, 
there may be produced on a commercial 
scale fertilizer compounds of higher grade and 
at lower prices than farmers and other users 
of commercial fertilizers have in the past been 
able to obtain, and if a process or processes 
are found which, in the reasonable judgment 
of the lessee, will reduce the cost of the fertil- 
izer delivered to the farmer, the lessee shall 
reasonably employ such improved methods. 

We therefore unhesitatingly recommend that 
legislation be enacted by Congress to lease 
this property on such terms as have been 
herein enumerated, and in the event of failure 
to obtain a lease the President should have 
authority to cause these plants to be imme- 
diately operated as a government enterprise

That all the power of the Wilson Dam, with 
the steam plant in nitrate plant No. 2 used 
as an auxiliary, be reserved for a period of 
two years from the time the necessary legis- 
lation becomes effective and that 75,000 pri- 
mary horsepower together with 30,000 secon- 
dary horsepower be res« rved for an additional 
year, all for the purpose of manufacturing 
fertilizer or utilizing the equipment of nitrate 
plants Nos. 1 or 2 Those receiving the 
power to have the right to use it continuously 
but not to resell any of it. All reserved power 
to be delivered to such customers and in 
amounts as may be specified by the 
Shoals Board, - 


3. That all power generated at Muscle Shoals 
and not reserved for the above Purposes be 
placed at the disposal of the Muscle Shoals 
board for assignment to applicants who pur- 
pose using it for the manufacture either of 
fertilizers or of electrochemical and electric 
furnace products of importance in national 
preparedness, provided, however, that the Mus- 
cle Shoals board may at any time relinquish 
control of any portion of the power generated 
at Muscle Shoals and not in demand for the 
above-named purposes. 

That nitrate plant No. 2 be maintained in 
good operating condition and that the nitrate- 
producing capacity of this plant be not im- 
paired or reduced until such time as _ the 
President may declare that such reserve ca- 
pacity is no longer necessary in national pre- 
paredness; and provided, further, that in the 
event of actual or impending war the United 
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Senator Norris of Nebraska purposes 
to disregard the reports of the Muscle 
Shoals Commission and to continue his 
fight for government operation of the 
Shoals properties. He will introduce a 
bill along the line of that reported last 
Congress from the Committee on Agri- 
culture and Forestry, of which he is chair- 
man. He is more than ever convinced, 
he says, that government operation is 
necessary in order to provide cheap fer- 
tilizer to the farmers and to break the 
so-called “electric power trust.” 


Insecticide Makers 
Discuss Packaging 


Meeting at Bound Brook Views 


Samples of Various Kinds 
of Containers 


At a meeting of manufacturers of in- 
secticides held December 1 at the Chip- 
man Chemical Engineering Company 
plant, Bound Brook, N. J., manufacturers 
of metal, wood and paper containers dis- 
played their products and there was a 
general discussion of packaging problems. 
The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Agricultural Insecticide and 
Fungicide Manufacturers’ Association, 
with R. N. Chipman, chairman of the 
transportation committee, presiding. 

Mr. Chipman addressed the meeting, 
outlining the scope of the association, the 
purpose and position of the Bureau of 
Explosives, giving details of the present 
specifications, regarding the package and 
transportation of agricultural insecti- 
cides, to what extent the industry is will- 
ing to go in the matter of cost in order 
to avoid more stringent regulations by 
the Bureau of Explosives and ultimate 
higher cost to the manufacturers. 

Mr. Topping, assistant chief inspector 
for the Bureau of Explosives, explained 
the present specifications relative to the 
transportation of poisonous articles. 

Mr. Chipman asked if there were any 
questions regarding the closure and style 
of bags, boxes, steel drums, kits, paper 
linters, containers, etc., to which no one 
answered. 

Mr. Topping explained the meaning of 
tuck and pleat as mentioned in the 
specifications, and advised that the word 
“tuck” was misused in the regulations 
and should, therefore, be eliminated 
therefrom. He also advised that the pleat 
of a bag should not go beyond five- 
eights of an inch of the face or adver- 
tising side. 

Mr. Chipman said that a barrel of the 
tongue and groove style, containing 
arsenic, shipped from the western coast, 
arrived at Bound Brook in satisfactory 
condition. This barrel contained no paper 
liner. 

Mr. Chipman _§ specifically requested 
definite information from the representa- 
tives as to the value of a paper liner 
in a barrel. A representative of the Lav- 
anburg Company said the liner could be 
substituted with a flexible glue or silicate 
painted on the interior. Mr. Topping ob- 
jected for the reason that if the barrel 
should dry out sifting would result. The 
kits now in use are silicated or glued 


inside. 
The Dust Problem 


Mr. Chipman further informed the 
meeting that all burlap bags for the ship- 
ment of dusts that were tried out up to 
date have failed to pass the test. The 
paper liners would crack when dropped, 
causing sifting through the burlap. Mr. 
Chipman showed a bag made by the 
Bemis Brothers Bag Company for this 
purpose. It is of 14 oz. burlap, 2-35 No. 
krinkle paper liners with asphaltum. 
The cost of this bag would be between 
$18 and $23 per 100. 

tepresentative of Arkell Safety Bag 
Company advised he had with him a bag 
similar to the one shown by Mr. Chipman 
made of 14 No. burlap, with 2-30 No. 
paper liners and 30 No. asphaltum. The 
liners of this bag are not pasted together. 

Mr. Banks, of the Nitrate Agencies, 
asked where the dividing line between 
poison and non-poison dusts exists, say- 
ing that 85-15 sulphur dust contains ap- 
proximately 5 percent arsenic. Mr. Top- 
ping felt that that was enough poison to 
cause trouble should the container sift. 

Mr. Banks then suggested that the sul- 
phur which is non-poisonous, be shipped 
alone in a cheap package to the consumer 
and allow the consumer to make his own 
mixure with the arsenate, thus eliminat- 
ing the high cost for a strong package 
for dusts as required by law. He esti- 
mated the difference to be about 15c., or 
about $3.00 per ton. Mr. Chipman be- 
lieved that it would be better to pay as 
high as 40c. for a package and afford 
safe transportation of the material rather 
than be penalized upwards and cause 
more stringent regulations. 

The meeting was then adjourned to the 
display and testing room, where the vari- 
ous samples of containers were inspected. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was given 
Mr. Chipman for his efforts in bringing 
about the meeting and for its successful 
accomplishment.

Tank Carload to Be 
Set at:26,000 Pounds 


Carriers Accept Suggestion of 


Shippers as to Minimum 
Weight Ruling 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 1, 1925. 


The railroads consolidated classification 
committee has accepted the suggestion of 
representatives of the petroleum and 
chemical industries that the tankcar mini- 
mum carload weight should be fixed at 
26,000 pounds, with an exception in favor 
of tankcars now in use. The committee 
will shortly file tariffs with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission providing for a 
26,000 tankcar minimum, to apply only to 
cars constructed after 1925. 

This is virtually on all fours with tne 
suggestion of Willis Crane, commerce 
counsel for the National Petroleum Asso- 
ciation, who was also in touch with chemi- 
cal concerns interested. The same Car- 
load minimum weight, 26,000 pounds. ap- 
plies to shipments of petroleum in barrels 
in box cars. 

The proposed minimum tankcar pro- 
vision would protect the investments of 
oil and chemical shippers in smaller tank- 
cars at present in use, it is pointed out. 
There are some cars now in use having 
a capacity of less than 26,000 pounds— 
even down to 20,000 pounds. The rail- 
roads at first proposed to raise the mini- 
mum to 30,000 pounds, which would have 
shut out these smaller cars. The com- 
promise plan is believed to be satisfac- 
tory to tank car shippers generally, al- 
though there are said to be some narrow 
gauge railroads on which it may possibly 
be considered difficult to run tank ears 
carrying as much as 26,000 pounds. 

The railroads’ proposal was said to have 
been aimed at novelty ideas in alleged 
tank cars, such as the reported plan of a 
large mail order house to ship a relative- 
ly small tank of oil on a railroad wheel 
truck, then have it detached therefrom 
and put on a tankwagon truck and hauled 
around the country.

Rockefeller Gives $250,000 
To A. P. I. for Oil Research 


John D. Rockefeller has pledged a fund 
of $250,000 to the American Petroleum In- 
stitute “for the initiation of a program of 
scientific research in petroleum,” accord- 
ing to an announcement made last week 
by the institute. The fund is to be avail- 
able in annual installments of $50,000 for 
five years, and to be expended “primarily 
in supporting research fellowships in 
scientific institutions—the recipients of 
such fellowships to engage in research on 
some problem of the physics, chemistry 
or geology of petroleum oil’; and the 
results of the work are to be made “freely 
available to the industry and public gen- 
erally.” 

The purpose of this 
merely to secure the 
limited amount of scientific 
specially engaged workers, but rather to 
utilize this means to enlist a more gen- 
eral scientific interest in petroleum, It is 
therefore left to the discretion of the com- 
mittee administering the fund to employ 
it not only for the direct support of re- 
search but in any other manner which 
will accomplish Mr. Rockefeller’s major 
purpose. 

Mr. Rockefeller recommends that the 
fund be administered by a committee con- 
sisting of J. C. Donnell, Walter C. Teagle 
and Robert L. Welch, all directors of the 
American Petroleum Institute. Mr. Don- 
nell is president of the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany; Mr. Teagle is president of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, and 
Mr. Welch is general secretary and coun- 
sel of the Institute. 

The board of directors of the Institute, 
in announcing the gift expressed thei 
appreciation of Mr. Rockefeller’s continu- 
ing interest in the practical problems of 
the industry. It was stated that the plan 
for administering the fund would be 
worked out by the committee named, in 
consultation with the board of directors, 
with government officials concerned with 
the industry, and with educators, sclen- 
tists, and technicians.

Some Corroders—Stronger 


Spot Varnish Gums Market 


Minor price adjustments in the paint 
and varnish materials market last 
week failed to indicate any definite 
trend in either direction, the market 
as a whole remaining about steady. 
There was a reactionary tendency on 
one or two lines, but in general the 
tone was firm, with the outlook favor- 
ing a continuance of this situation 
during the early months of 1926, 

Some of the corroders were asking 
their trade to submit orders for next 
spring’s requirements on white and 
red lead in oil, and dry products in 
Under the terms of the cor- 
roder’s offer, shipment will be made 
during the current month and prior 
to April 1, 1926, prices quoted being 
the same as those now prevailing on 
the spot market on both oil and dry 
products. One corroder cut prices 1c. 
a pound during the week, making spot 
quotations uniform. Special terms are 
offered buyers, as the invoices on such 
purchases will be dated March 31 next, 
The price decline guarantee was ex- 
tended to June 30, 1926. The corroders 
who were making this offer to their 
trade were appealing for early move- 
ment of spring orders to help to avoid 
delays later in the season when the 
demand for prompt shipment pig- 
ments and oxides is at its height. The 
offer of spring dating was not general, 
however. 

Lithopone makers continued to wait 
for one of the leaders in the field to 
take the initiative in advancing prices 
in line with the higher schedule named 
by one prominent maker early in No- 
vember. It was reported in market 
circles on Friday that a Western 
maker had followed in the advance, 
but the Eastern producers were still 
hanging back. The advance to the 
higher level, however, would be little 
more than a gesture inasmuch as most 
of the makers have already sold a 
large part of their expected output for 
the first half of 1926 at current price 
levels. 

The varnish gums market continued 
one of the most active divisions of the 
trade. Buyers were inquiring for 
stocks for prompt shipment in a fair 
way, but were not inclined to buy as 
far ahead as is customarily the case. 
Thirty to sixty days coverage appeared 
to be about as much as the average 
consuming manufacturer felt neces- 
sary, it being generally felt that there 
is as much chance for a price reces- 
sion as there is for further advances 
on most lines of gums. Importers 
continued quite firm in their price 
views, and reported the receipt of firm 
cables from primary markets. The 
importers, like the consuming manu- 
facturers, have been working close to 
their actual requirements, and this 
has been reflected in the paucity of 
spot holdings of most grades. 

Confidence in the market outlook for 
1926, in both paints and varnishes, 
continued general. Makers and sellers 
of materials reported that from the 
inquiries which are reaching them from 
the paint and varnish manufacturers, 
it is evident that the latter look for 
a big business next year, during the 
first six months at least, and are pre- 
paring to operate in a large way to 
take care of this demand. As evidence 
that the trade is not inclined to over- 
estimate the outlets for the coming 
year, however, it was pointed out that 
most of the consuming manufacturers 
are contracting only for the first quar- 
ter or first half of the year on a num- 
ber of commodities, although the usual 
yearly contracts on the more staple 
lines are being placed.

diminish. Stocks in that market 
have increased in recent weeks, though 
the gain has not been important. Con- 
sumption abroad is reported to be in- 
ereasing, but sufficient turpentine is 
arriving in London to more than offset 
deliveries from warehouses. Stocks 
in that market at the close of the third 
week in November were about 2,500 
barrels larger than at the same time 
in the previous month and were 
nearly 9,000 barrels greater than a year 
ago. 

The movement of turpentine into 
domestic channels apparently holds up 
well for this period of the year despite 
the quietness of new business here 
and in the South. With prospects for 
unusual activity in construction dur- 
ing the winter, the indications seem 
to point to a liberal consumption of 
turpentine in painting for some time 
to come and according to reports 
from various parts of the country 
there is much repainting in progress, 
with the supply of Jabor ample for this 
work. 

Manufacturers of paints 
nishes are talking in an _ optimistic 
strain regarding the prospects for 
trade in their products during the first 
and quarters of 1926. In some 
eases they have placed contracts for 
supplies of raw materials for several 
months ahead, denoting confidence in 
the future. 

Rosin prices weakened on the darker 
grades in the Savannah and Jackson- 
ville markets, but quotations on the 
pale descriptions continued to be 
maintained, as there was no increase 
in the arrivals of the iatter grades and 
according to some in the trade scarcity 
is certain to be experienced during the 
remainder of the naval vear. 

Foreign rosin quotations 
last week, the trend of prices being 
downward in both London and Liver- 
pool. This was the first decline re- 
ported abroad for a considerable pe- 
riod and was a reflection of the recent 
setback in prices on this side of the 
water. Shipments of rosin from Sa- 
vannah were fairly liberal, but the 
outward movement from Jacksonville 
was comparatively small and 
there showed an increase. Reports 
were current of a better foreign in- 
auiry and it is of interest to note 
that although exports of rosin during 
ten months of the current vear ended 
with Octoher were about 163,000 har- 
rels smaller than in the same time 
last year, the value of this vear’s ex- 
ports was more than $5,000,000 greater 
then last year.

The use of the words 
“U. S. Quality,” the findings state, was 
discontinued by respondent when the com- 
mission commenced its investigation into 
the matter, 

The findings further state that the han- 
dilng of surplus Army and Navy goods by 
stores throughout the United States indi- 
cates to the purchaser and prospective 
purchasers that goods bearing the words 
“U. S.” are understood to be government 
surplus goods of a superior quality and at 
a price under the real market value. 

The result of respondent’s practice, the 
findings further add, was that ultimate 
purchasers of respondent’s paint bearing 
the label “U. S. Quality Mixed Paint 
Ready for Use” were induced by such 
label to purchase the same and were made 
to believe that such paint was in fact a 
United States Government product, and 
made in accordance with government 
specifications,

Linseed Oil Advanced Slightly—Argentina Crop 
News Conflicting— Buenos Aires and Domestic 
Flaxseed Markets Irregular 


Domestic and foreign flaxseed quo- 
tations took an irregular course last 
week. Trading in northwestern mar- 
kets was fairly active with fluctua- 
tions in prices confined within mod- 
erate limits much of the time. Re- 
ceipts in the northwest were disap- 
pointingly small. Another bullish in- 
fluence was less favorable weather in 
Argentina. On Thursday light rains 
were reported in that country and on 
Friday heavy rains with winds. 

There were reports in circulation 
from private sources of damage to the 
flaxseed crop and they had some effect 
in view of reports received earlier in 
the week of serious damage to the 
wheat crop in that country. Some of 
the Argentina flaxseed crop accounts, 
however, were favorable, a cable to a 
well known news agency on Friday re- 
porting that the indications still point- 
ed to a record breaking yield. 

There was a further decrease last 
week of 200,000 bushels in Argentina 
port stocks of flaxseed, Shipments 
from that country were smaller. Ex- 
ports to the United States were 308,- 
000 bushels, making a total since Jan- 
uary 1 of 11,140,000 bushels against 
14,405,000 bushels in the same time 
last year. Shipments to all countries 
last week were 592,000 bushels, bring- 
ing the total since January 1 up to 
39,264,000 bushels against 56,265,000 
bushels in the same time in the pre- 
vious year. 

Linseed oil was advanced slightly by 
crushers, There was a better demand, 
Linseed cake and meal continued firm. 

Developments which may have oc- 
curred in the market Saturday, up to 
noon, are reported on page 2. 


Flaxseed 


DULUTH, Dec. 4, 1925. 

During the latter part of last week 
flaxseed on this market was somewhat 
easier, but on Tuesday it began to 
strengthen almost solely on the wheat 
reports from Argentina. The wheat dis- 
tricts, it is claimed, have nothing to 
do with the flax districts, but, never- 
theless, the traders took cognizance of 
conditions and seed prices were ac- 
cordingly affected. Strength of the 
price in Buenos Aires helped the north- 
western seed somewhat too, for it nar- 
rowed the margin between the two in 
the eastern markets of the United 
States. A week ago, Argentina seed 
could be laid down in Buffalo several 
cents lower than that from this sec- 
tion. This margin was reduced to 
three-quarters of a cent Wednesday. 

There is no trading worthy of the 
name on this market, and the fact 
that large shipments of seed are going 
eastward means nothing, as it is seed 
held in the elevators here by the 
crushers. About a million bushels 


close of November there was a little hesitancy 
in cash buying because of expected deliveries 
on December contracts When the deliveries 
were made the seed seemed to be wanted and 
cash premiums immediately rallied. On the 
first day a total of 264,000 bushels changed 
hands on contracts and on the second day 
6,000 bushels. As much of this seed contained 
a mixture of green and immature seed it was 
thought that crushers would not be _ very 
anxious to accept delivery, but this did not 
seem to be the case. Very few re-deliveries 
were made. 

Cash receipts are small, insufficient to take 
care of daily requirements of the mills. Local 
elevator stocks increased slightly during the 
week and on Friday were estimated at 1,055,- 
376 bushels Farmers did not deliver much 
seed through the week and country car loadings 
from interior elevators were moderate. Ship- 
ping advices suggest a very moderate run to 
market during the near future, In the mean- 
time the mills are pressing around 40,000 
bushels a day. Liquidation of country storage 
tickets increased slightly in the week. 

Trade in futures is irregular. May futures 
failed to reach a level that would induce ele- 
vator owners to carry supplies until that 
month, which was the reason why December 
deliveries were so liberal. There is plenty of 
elevator room here for storage purposes, but 
the carrying of other grains is much more 
profitable. There is a little buying of May 
flaxseed from time to time against storage 
tickets liquidated in the country and very 
little hedging pressure from the country to 
offset. December liquidation of long accounts 
was a little heavier than expected, but did 
not affect prices greatly. There is enough 
seed in store here to last over a month even 
with very light receipts from the country, but 
not enough to take care of requirements up 
to the time that new Argentina seed begins 
to press in this country Duluth stocks are 
liberal, but considerable of that seed will prob- 
ably move over the lakes ‘before the close of 
navigation.

Narrow Changes in Refined Oil with Trading 
Quiet—Crude Offerings Light and Southern 
Markets Steady—Lard Compound Firm 


There was no material change in the 
position of products last 
week. The speculation in refined oil 
futures here continued on a compara- 
tively small scale, and business in 
Southern markets was rather quiet as 
a rule. Offerings of crude oil were 
light much of the time, and there was 
apparently no pressure of offerings of 
other products. Predictions were re- 
ceived of a decrease in the movement 
of seed in the not distant future. 
Weather conditions over the cotton belt 
were more tavorable for harvesting for 
the remnants of the crop.

_ The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were only 52,000 barrels. This 
compared with 32,400 barrels for four 
days of the previous week. In the same 
week last year the sales were 145,800 
barrels. Prices showed irregularity, 
closing at a small net decline on the 
more active months. 

Cotton futures were irregular. The 
speculation was fairly active. Decem- 
ber closed on Friday at 20.24c.. January 
19.58c. and March 19.55¢c., showing a 
decline of about $3 a bale as compared 
With the final quotations of the pre- 
vious Friday.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


(Detailed prices current—page 3) 

In most parts of the South the mar- 
kets for cottonseed, cake and meal re- 
mained steady, and there was little 
change in quotations, though here and 
there some shading of quotations was 
reported. The movement of seed to the 
mills was apparently still on a rather 
liberal scale in most sections, but offer- 
ings of products were light or moder- 
ate. According to reports from some 
sections, supplies of seed in the hands 
of growers have been materially re- 
duced, and a falling off in the move- 
ment to the mills is expected in the 
near future. 

Seed was quoted in the Southeast at 
from $30 to $32 per ton in most sec- 
tions for prime quality, though some 
seed was said to be available at below 
the inside figure. Quotations in the 
valley ranged from $32 to $34 per ton, 
and in the Southwest from $32 to $38 
per ton, according to quality. Meal was 
quoted in the Southeast at from $31 to 
$33 per ton for 7 percent, while in the 
valley 8 percent cake and meal were 
quoted at $32 to $33 and $35 to $36 
per ton, respectively. In the Southwest 
cake and meal were quoted at $34 to $35 
per ton for 43 percent. 
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Cottonseed Oil 


The local market for refined cotton- 
seed oil futures continued to move ir- 
regularly within comparatively nar- 
row limits last week, the range bhe- 
tween the highest and the lowest 
prices of the week on the more active 


months being only about 15 to 25 
points. The speculation continued on 
a rather small scale much of the time, 
many traders being inclined to hold 
iloof from the market or operate 
merely for quick turns pending further 
developments in the general] situation. 

Sentiment among not a few appeared 
to incline to the bear side of the ac- 
count, but the absence of any increase 
in offerings of crude oil in the South 
and the smallness of supplies of spot 
refined oil here acted as a deterrent on 
iggressive operations for the decline. 

Factors which had a tendency to 
sustain or advance prices were the at- 
titude of crude interests in the South 
ind bullish developments at times in 
lard, cotton and grain futures. The 
output of crude oil mills in many parts 
of the South is reported to have been 
sold ahead’ and according to some in 
the trade there is no likelihood of any 
material increase in offerings of crude 
oil until after the turn of the year. The 
prevailing quotation for crude oil for 
immediate shipment was 9c. per 
pound. 

Unfavorable reports concerning the 
juality of the cottonseed continued to 
be received from many parts of the 
belt, and although such claims are re- 
garded by some here as exaggerated 
they were not without effect on senti- 
ment. It is still insisted by some that 
there will be little if any increase in 
the production of oil this season as 
compared with last year owing to the 
low oil content of the seed. 

A good demand continued to be re- 
ported in some quarters for lard com- 
pound and that product remained firm. 
A bullish showing on the consumption 
of oil in the next monthly report from 
the Census Bureau is predicted in cer~ 
tain quarters. In October the consump- 
tion of refined oil was 395,000 barrels 
and talk was heard last week to the 
ffect that the November consump- 
tion was not much if any below that 
quantity. The next Census report is 
expected late next week or early in 
the following week. 

Supplies of oil in the hands of mak- 
ers of lard compound as well as other 
‘onsumers, it is contended, are gener- 
illy small. The monthly statement of 
lard stocks in Chicago showed a de- 
crease during November of about 2,- 
500,000 pounds, supplies on December 
1 being 8,920,262 pounds, against -11,- 
480,886 pounds November 1 and 9,467,- 
870 pounds December 1 last year. Al- 
though the movement of live hogs to 
Western markets has increased recent- 
ly the marketing is still considerably 
smaller than at this time last year. 
The average weight of the hows re- 
-eived in Chicago during the week end- 
<4 November 28 was 226 pounds.

Tanning Interests Called to 
Discuss Future of Chestnut 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3, 1925. 

The situation that will confront the 
tanning industry if the remaining stand of 
chestnut timber in the United States is 
exhausted by 1940, as seems to be indi- 
cated by the Department of Agriculture’s 
survey of the spread of the chestnut 
blight, will be discussed at a conference 
at the department called for December 9 
by Dr. W. A. Taylor, chief of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry. The purpose of the 
conference is to develop a program for 
action to meet the critical conditions said 
to be confronting the country and the in- 
dustry. 

The survey above referred to has been 
conducted by the Bureau of Plant Indus- 
try and the Forest Service under an ap- 
propriation of $18,000 provided by Con- 
gress a year or two ago. Within the past 
two months it has been learned that the 
ultimate report of the survey will prob- 
ably show that the chestnut supply of 
the nation will be exhausted by 1940 at 
the present rate of progress of the chest- 
nut blight. 

Chestnut constitutes about one-half of 
the tanning materials used in this country, 
but it has become necessary to find a 
vegetable substitute. Varieties of Chinese 
chestnuts immune from the blight are one 
possible substitute suggested. Another 
suggestion is that wattle may be culti- 
vated and produced in the Southern States. 
Questions bearing upon the problem are 
being worked up by experts in and out 
of the government service with a view to 
their presentation and analysis in the gen- 
eral exchange of ideas at the conference. 

Among those invited to the conference 
are Fraser Moffat, New York, president of 
the Tanners’ Council, and half a dozen 
other prominent tanners; leading tanning 
extract men including Robert W. Griffith, 
Canton, N. C., president of the Extract 
Manufacturers’ Association; Edward A. 
Brand, Washington representative of the 
tanning interests; leading factors in the 
leather industry, and experts from the 
government departments concerned. 

Representatives of the tanning inter- 
ests say that the Department of Com- 
merce series of reports some time ago on 
tanning materials and their control abroad 
did not meet fully the needs of the exist- 
ing situation. They dealt more with con- 
ditions of production and so on in foreign 
countries, although they did suggest the 
possibility of domestic production of some 
tanning materials now controlled abroad, 
notably wattle.

Coconut and Corn Oils Easier with Offerings 
Somewhat Freer—China Wood Quiet—Tallow 
Steady—F ish Products Maintained 


3usiness in miscellaneous oils, fats 
and greases lacked snap last week, but, 
taking the market .as a whole, there 
was a fairly well distributed inquiry 
and the prevailing tone was firm. 
There were fewer changes in quota- 
tions, such as occurred being about 
evenly divided between advances and 
declines. 

Sentiment regarding trade prospects 
continued rather’ optimistic. Some 
slowing down of business is usually 
not‘ceable at this period of the year, 
when inventory taking commences, and 
there are some who do not look for any 
improvement of consequences in busi- 
ness until this work has been com- 
pleted. There is a feeling of confidence 
in the future, however, and a broaden- 
ing of business is anticipated after the 
turn of the year, as consumption of 
raw materials, including oils, fats and 
greases of various kinds, appears to 
be steadily expanding. 

Among the vegetable oils coconut 
was rather more active locally, there 
being some relief from the stringency 
prevailing in recent preceding weeks, 
though supplies were by no means lib- 
eral. Offerings were somewhat freer, 
however, on spot, and for nearby ar- 
rival. Prices were shaded. On the 
Pacific Coast spot prices were firm, 
with the offerings rather light in all 
positions. The Manila market for copra 
and coconut oil was firm, with offerings 
scarce. Cable advices from an official 
source reported an advance in copra to 
the highest price reached since 1920, 
adding that many exporters were buy- 
ing in the southern islands, as Manila 
oil mills were absorbing the bulk of a 
diminished production. 

The China wood oil situation pre- 
sented few new features of interest. 
3usiness lacked snap so far as the local 
market was concerned, sales to con- 
sumers' being limited to moderate 
quantities as a rule, while transactions 
between dealers were unimportant. 
Hankow was apparently firm, with of- 
ferings light in all positions. Develop- 
ments in the political situation in China 
were regarded as unfavorable. 

Crude corn oil was somewhat more 
active in the West, with a slight in- 
crease reported in offerings. Changes 
in prices were small in the absence of 
sharp variations in cottonseed oil quota- 
tions. A fair inquiry was noted for de- 
natured and edible olive oils, and the 
market was steady at newly prevailing 
prices. Reports from Europe in regard 
to the production of olives and olive 
oil were rather favorable. Palm oil 
quotations showed little change, the 
market being steady, with the inquiry 
fair and the offerings light. Perilla oil 
was quiet but firm, supplies being 
small. 

Refined rapeseed oil was steady, 
with a somewhat better inquiry, though 
no transactions of consequence were 
reported. Shipments of seed from India 
to the United Kingdom and the Conti- 
nent from January 1 to November 11 
were about 94,000 tons smaller than in 
the same time last season. Crude soya 
bean oil was quiet here, with a fair 
inquiry on thé Pacific Coast. Prices in 
the latter market were firm on spot and 
steady for futures. Stocks of beans at 
Darien October 30 were about 12,000 
tons smaller than on the same date last 
year. 

Tallow remained steady. There was 
a fairly active inquiry. At the weekly 
auction of tallow in London the mar- 
ket was slightly easier, offerings being 
liberal while demand was quieter. 
Exports of tallow from Australia dur- 
ing the ten months ended with Octo- 
ber were nearly 16,000 tons larger than 
in the same time last year. 

Grease met with a rather more active 
inquiry. Offerings were generally light 
and the market was stronger, sales be- 
ing noted at higher prices. Oleo stearin 
was firmer, with a better demand. Cash 
lard was weaker. There was a fairly 
active domestic demand, Export trade 
was quiet. American lard in Liverpool 
was weaker, especially on spot. Stocks 
of lard in that market are greater than 
a year ago. Supplies of lard in Chi- 
cago decreased about 2,500,000 pounds 
during November. Live hogs were 
easier in the west, the movement being 
somewhat freer. Animal oils were 
steady or firm, with a moderate 
demand. 

Fish oils were generally well main- 
tained. Cod oil was firm in the New- 
foundland market, and this was re- 
flected in the situation here. There was 
a fair demand, though consumers did 
not show much inclination to antici- 
pate. Supplies of crude menhaden oil 


in the Baltimore district have been 
closely cleaned up, and the market was 
quiet. There was a fair demand for 
refined menhaden oil and the market 
was steady at the advance recently 
noted. Refined whale oil was firm, as 
supplies are generally light.

There were few developments of in- 
terest in the way of price changes. 
Most products were steady or firm with 
the offerings generally light. There 
was a fair demand. 

CHINA WOOD.—There was little 
change in the China wood oil situa- 
tion last week so far as domestic mar- 
kets were concerned. The prevailing 
tone here and on the Pacific Coast was 
steady. There was a fair inquiry noted 
here at times from consumers but such 
transactions as were reported were 
generally limited to moderate quanti- 
ties, few buyers being disposed at this 
period of the year to purchase ahead 
to any extent. Offerings were light 
on spot, however, and there was no 
increase in offerings for shipment from 
abroad. The Hankow market was re- 
ported as firm. Unfavorable advices 
continued to be received concerning 
political affairs in China. Changes in 
exchange and silver were unimportant. 
Quotations prevailing on oil at the 
close of the week were as follows:—In 
barrels, spot, 134c. to 134c. per pound;

There were 
offerings for January shipment from 
the Coast at 11%c. per pound, Febru- 
ary lle. and March-April 10%c. per 
pound, Copra was quiet owing to 
searcity and quotations were nominal. 
An official government cable from 
Manila reported the copra market was 
firm at an advance in the provincial 
price to 16% pesos per picul, the high- 
est figure touched since 1920; many 
exporters were reported to be buying 
in the southern islands as production 
has diminished with the output almost 
entirely absorbed by local oil mills. 
At the week end oil quotations were 
as follows:—Ceylon grade, tanks, Pa- 
citic Coast, 12%c. per pound; Manila, 
tanks, Pacific Coast, 12%c. per pound;

Drug Analysis to Be Studied 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2, 1925. 

Systematic research in methods for the 
analysis of drugs has been established 
recently on a more extensive scale in the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The critical 
revision of methods used in the analysis 
of drugs, including the identification and 
separation of potent medicinal substances 
in mixtures, is proposed. New methods 
for the analysis of drug products, or those 
of uncertain status, will be tried out by 
carefully controlled collaborative studies. 
Older methods will be critically reviewed 
and revised if necessary. Criticisms of 
unreliable methods will be published in 
the chemical and pharmaceutical journals. 
Acceptable methods will be embodied in 
monographs and published. 

L. E. Warren, who for a number of 
years has been associate chemist of the 
American Medical Association, Chicago, 
has been appointed to have immediate 
charge of this work. 





Soda Hyposulphite Duty in Peru 


Hyposulphite of soda, if imported in 
quantities of more than 500 kilos and for 
industrial uses, may be brought in under 
rule 42a of the Peruvian tariff law at 
a duty of 10 percent ad valorem, accord- 
ing to a decree of September 23, 1925. 
When imported in quantities of less than 
500 kilos, the usual rate of 0.05 sol per 
gross kilo continues. 


Tankcar Service Studied 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3, 1925. 

At a recent meeting of the traffic com- 
mitee of the Manufacturing Chemists’ 
Association it was voted to request owners 
of private tankcars to have a survey made 
of the turn-around performance of their 
tankears on railroads. In this way, says 
John I, Tierney, secretary of the associa- 
tion, the basis for a demand for improved 
service is sought in the possibility that 
the survey show present performance to 
be below what should be given. Mr. Tier- 
ney beieves that it is more than likely 
that an examination of the records will 
show considerable room for improvement.

David Lewis, vice-president of Falk

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the article reported a strong position 
last week, continuing prices at the re- 
cent advance and indicating a call for 
merchandise so large as to prevent 
accumulation of a surplus of unsold 
material. Quotations last week were 
30c. to 30%c. per pound. 


MENTHOL.—The market remained 
easy and subject to competitive influ- 
ences. In addition to expectations for 
a good production in Japan, the fact 
that synthetic menthol has made 
heavy inroads on the trade formerly 
held entirely by the sellers of natural 
menthol. The demand for synthetic 
is evident by reason of the fact that 
sellers of the same quote $8 to $8.25 
per pound while for natural the price 
is $8.40 to $8.65 per pound and subject 
to shading on firm orders. Transac- 
tions in futures were reported as low 
‘as $7 per pound duty paid. Two sales 
were said to have been made thereat, 
one involving a March delivery and 
the other a May. However, the fact 
that bids cabled out at $6.25 per pound 
for March shipment in bond were 
turned down by the primary market 
sellers was taken as a suggestion that 
the bottom of the present decline may 
be close at hand. Spot goods were not 
overly plentiful. A trifle might be ob- 
tained at $8.40 per pound, but a more 
general minimum figure was $8.50 per 
pound and from the position of spot 
supplies it was suggested that prompt 
deliveries in the near future may be 
had from one quarter only—and his 
view of the market is $8.65 per pound. 

MERCURIALS. — Since the recent 
advance the market has been very 
strong with demand showing a satis- 
factory volume and the market being 
entirely free from any tendency to- 
ward price cutting. Reports of for- 
eign mercurials being offered at prices 
which, duty added, would permit lively 
competition with domestic mercurials 
are no longer heard so frequently. The 
Situation is strong and the position in 
metal seemed to be but slightly less 
strong than it has been for the past 
several weeks. Quotations were noted 
as follows:—Calomel, $1.45; corrosive 
sublimate, $1.16 to $1.31; bisulphate, 
$1.14; oxide, black, unchanged at $2.75 
to $2.80; yellow, $2: red precipitate, 
$1.56 to $1.66; white precipitate, $1.67 
to $1.72; blue mass, 74c.; mercury and 
chalk, 74¢c.; ointment, one-third, 77c.: 
one-half, 99c.; 30 percent, 74c.; citrine 
ointment, 52¢e. .per pound. 


METHANOL.—The usual amount of 
routine but fairly satisfactory demand 
Was reported last week and the move- 
ment into consumption in some quar- 
ters was reported in excess of that in 
the previous period. Imports for nine 
months this year total 249,848 gallons. 
Prices were firm and there was little 
competition at the expense of values. 
Prices were as follows:—95 percent, 
drums, 58c. to 62c.; barrels, 64c. to 
68c.; tanks, 55c.; 97 percent, drums, 
60c. to 64c.; barrels, 66c. to 70c.; tanks, 
57c.; purified, drums, 68c. to 72c.; 
barrels, 74c. to 78c.; tanks, 65c. to 70c. 
per gallon. 

QUICKSILVER. — Prices’ reacted 
slightly but the backward movement in 
consumers’ favor was slight and not 
sustained by any material change in 
the prices for further quantities in 
foreign markets. Quotations here were 
noted at $90 to $91 per flask and it would 
be hard to purchase appreciable quanti- 
ties of goods afloat at much under the 
figure. London named £14 15s per 
flask. 

QUININE.—Basic prices were even 
all around. Quotations on _ sulphate 
were 50c. per ounce and on bisulphate 
45c. per ounce, resale sulphate was 
noted at 45c. to 46c. per ounce; resale 
bisulphate, 39c. to 41c. per ounce. How- 
ever, the granting of discounts on large 
purchases from time to time consti- 
tutes an important element in the 
market at present and hence the prices 
quoted in firsthands are generally re- 
ferred to as the basic schedule. In 
trade gossip there seems to exist a 
tendency toward the belief that prices 
may be basically revised in the not 
far distant future. The leading first- 
hands do not confirm this tendency but 
in other quarters information at the 
disposal of such factors tend to de- 
velop that belief with them. 

SANTONIN.—At the reduction noted 
in the previous week the market here 
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jast week was satisfactorily active. 
The more attractive schedule of values 
proved interesting to some of the 
larger buyers and it is understood that 
some important business has been 
written. Prices were 3130 to $140 per 
pound according to quantity. 
SILVER NITRATE. — The schedule 
since the last report prevailed at the 
following prices covering quantities of 
100 ounces; smaller iots cost from Ic.

STRYCHNINE.—Prices were steady 
and there was not a great amount of 
competition noted during the period 
under review. At least, there was little 
tendency toward shading of values 
quoted by the leading producers. 
Alkaloid crystals stood at 61e.; powder, 
5le.; sulphate, 42c. per ounce. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—Trading, though 
somewhat more routine than recently 
had been the case, was still on a fairly 
satisfactory basis and free from undue 
competition. The volume was about up 
to that in the previous period, and 
prices reflected a very steady tone in 
consequence. Quotations on technical 
stood at 29c. to 31%c., U. S. P., 34c. to 
36%c. per pound. 

THYMOL.—A firm market persisted 
though immediate demand was not on 
an especially lively basis nor did it 
accumulate a striking volume by the 
close of the past week. However, the 
absence of important stocks contrib- 
uted sufficient strength to hold the 
market firm at $4.15 to $4.25 per pound. 

VANILLIN. — Persistent rumors of 
another advance were noted last week, 
but up to a late hour in the period 
such a movement in values had not 
matured. However, it was said that 
transactions at current levels do not 
always show satisfactory profit, and 
that a higher schedule might be gen- 
erally welcomed by producers. Quota- 
tions were 47c. to 50c. per ounce. 

VENICE TURPENTINE.—Stocks 
were somewhat improved; recent land- 
ings provided a slight increase in un- 
sold merchandise after previous sales 
had been taken care of. Prices, how- 
ever, displayed a firm spot basis and 
nothing was available under 30c. to 
35c. per pound.

Agree to Reorganization 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4, 1925. 
The 3ritish Dyestuffs Corporation 
shareholders have approved the reorgan- 
ization proposals for a general writing 
down of share values, the government to 
sell its interest and relinquish control. 
with the proviso that not more than 25 
percent of the voting power shall be 
foreign, Acting American Commercial At- 
tache Butler cables from Berlin to the 
Department of Commerce. The chairman 
stated that he still proposed to extend 
manufacturing activities of the corpora- 
tion in new fields, but pledged that activi- 
ties will not be allowed to sink into 
those of a mere distributing agency, as 
has been rumored would result from an 
Anglo-German agreement.

Not Under Convention 


Royal Pharmaceutical Co., Ltd. 
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Chemical Foreign Trade Showed Small 
Advance in October Over 1924 


Exports Gained 5 Percent Over Previous October 
While the Imports Increased 
6 Percent 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2, 1925. 

Chemical foreign trade in October 
showed a small advance, the exports hav- 
ing risen 5 percent from $13,390,000 in 
October, 1924, to $14,099,000 in October, 
1925, and the imports 6 percent, from 
$14,982,000 to $15,913,000. Several of the 
groups recorded smaller trade during the 
current October than during the previous 
October. The falling off in the exports 
for some of these groups was due more 
to the size of the shipments in October, 
1924, rather than to any marked decline 
in this October’s trade which was actually 
in excess of many of the preceding 
months. October, 1924’s, trade was the 
peak of the entire year. During October, 
1925, there were three noticeable shifts in 
the trade. 


Coal-Tar Products 


One of the most striking changes woc- 
curred in the coal-tar products group, 
exports of which declined 6 percent from 
$752,000 in October, 1924, to $706,000 in 
October, 1925, and imports 34 percent 
from $1,376,400 to $906,300. Both the im- 
ports and the exports were the smallest 
for over a year with imports $200,000 in 
excess of the exports. 

The sharp drop in the two leading 
classes—creosote oil and coai-tar dyes— 
which two classes represented 80 percent 
of the total imports, accounted for the 
big decrease of 34 percent in the imports 
as compared with the preceding October. 
teceipts of dead or creosote oil fell from 
5,056,500 gallons, valued at $645,700 in 
October, 1924, to 2,776,200 gallons, valued 
at $344,700 in October, 1925, while those 
of dyes declined from 426,800 pounds, 
worth $631,900 to 376,000 pounds, worth 
$383,100. 

In contrast to the marked decrease in 
imports, exports were but 6 percent less 
than the preceding October. The loss is 
explainable for the most part by a lower 
valuation as in many of the classes larger 
quantities were actually sent abroad. For 
example, exports of dyes rose from 1,079,- 
900 pounds in October, 1924, to 1,717,000 
pounds in October, 1925, while the values 
fell from $538,100 to $466,900. 


Paints and Varnishes 


Another large change with reference to 
the entire chemical and allied products 
trade but on the plus side, occurred in 
the paint and varnish group, exports of 
which improved 33 percent from $1,200,700 
in October, 1924, to $1,597,100 in October, 
1925, and imports, 30 percent from $239,- 
200 to $312,700. Whereas the outgoing 
shipments of pigments and varnishes were 
higher than the preceding October, those 
of enamel paints and ready-mixed paints 
were lower. In October, 1925, the total 
exports of mineral earth pigments were 
2,651,300 pounds, worth $67,100; of chem- 
ical pigments, 3,984,400 pounds, $340,000; 
of carbon, bone, and lamp blacks 4,290,- 
500 pounds, $363,500; enamel paints, 161,- 
200 pounds, $57,600; other ready-mixed 
paints, to 166,000 gallons, $358,700; other 
prepared paints, 874,000 pounds, $209,900; 
oil varnishes 44,300 gallons, $94,300; and 
all other varnishes, 48,900 gallons, 
$106,000. 


Naval Stores 


The advance of 20 percent in exports 
of naval stores, gums, and resins, from 
$2,907,000 in October, 1924, to $3,476,600 
in October, 1925, was due chiefly to the 
increased valuation when shipments of 
rosin, one of the main commodities, de- 
clined in quantities sent abroad from 148,- 
400 barrels in October, 1924, to 92,900 
barrels in October, 1923, while values 
advanced from $1,529,300 to $2,084,500. 
During the current October, foreign sales 
of spirits of turpentine were under those 
of the preceding October and amounted 
to 1,173,300 gallons, valued at $1,249,500. 

Sixty-one percent of the total imports 
of gums, resins, and balsams, which 
group recorded an_ improvement of 10 
percent and equalled $2,570,600, was 
comprised of varnish gums, quantities of 
which rose from 5,943,300 pounds, to 
6.317,000 pounds, while values decreased 
from $1,744,500 to $1,577,300. But two- 
thirds of much, or 1,973,300 pounds, 
valued at $906,500 of shellac entered the 
United States this October as last. 


Drugs and Other Botanicals 


A decided variance in price of drugs 
and botanicals characterized the export 
trade in these commodities, total exports 
of which were only one-half as large so 
far as quantities exported were concerned, 
while values were nearly half as much 
again, totals for the current October be- 
ing 336,800 pounds, $289.000. — Both the 
quantities and values of the imports of 
this group were lower than the preceding 
October and equalled 7,151,300 pounds, 
$610,200 for the current October. All the 
items embraced by this heading showed a 
reduction with the exception of cinchona 
bark and senna. Imports of cinchona 
bark amounted to 317,400 pounds, valued 
at $94,800; of pyrethrum flowers to 529,- 
300 pounds, $90,500, and of licorice root 
to 4,499,400 pounds, $112,400. 


Essential Oils 


Owing to the marked advance in prices 
of essential oils, the exports, although 
having recorded a 42 percent drop in 
quantity to 70,900 pounds, declined but 
4 percent in* values to $257,600. The 
values of the imports of essential oils sur- 
passed the values of the preceding Oc- 
tober by 16 percent and equalled $616,700. 
Figures for some of the important import 
oils were:—Geranium oil, 40,000 pounds, 
$124,600, a figure considerably in excess 
of the average monthly importation; attar 


of roses, 25,100 ounces, $50,000; citronella 
and lemongrass, 98,000 pounds, $84,800; 
lavender, 12,000 pounds, $48,600, and 
lemon oil, 26,700 pounds, $40,000. 


Medicines 


The exports of medicinal and pharma- 
ceutical preparations during the month of 
October, 1925, aggregating $1,555,600, 
were 9 cents under those of the preceding 
October, while the imports of $460,000, 
which were only one-third as much ae the 
exports, were 4 percent above the previous 
October’s figure. Nearly twice as much 
antitoxins, serums and vaccines left this 
country for foreign countries during the 
current October, or a total of 1,801,900 
c.c. This was the only class to reflect 
larger amounts exported. Exports of all 
other medicinal and pharmaceutical prepa- 
rations were 2,858,500 pounds, valued at 
$1,395,000. 


Toilet Preparations 


Although the outgoing shipments of 
perfumery and toilet preparations amownt- 
ing to $780,700 for the current October 
were 9 percent in excess of the previous 
October, the incoming shipments which 
were only half as much as the outgoing 
were 35 percent less than the previous 
October. A higher export valuation for 
some of the commodities included under 
this heading likewise characterized this 
trade when larger values but smaller 
quantities were sent abroad. The exports 
for the month under discussion were as 
follows:—Perfumery and toilet waters, 
40,000 pounds. $44,000; talcum and other 
toilet powders, 298,100 pounds, $207,500; 
creams, rouges and other cosmetics, 272,- 
700 pounds, $153,300; dentifrices, 279,500 
pounds, $269,500; and all other toilet 
preparations, 137,300 pounds, $106,500. 

The imports for the month were :—117,- 
500 pounds, $165,800, of perfumery, bay 
rum and other toilet waters; 73,700 
pounds, $41,100, of cosmetics, powders and 
creams, and $127,600 worth of perfumé 
materials. 


Fertilizers and Materials 


_ During the current October yet another 
important group, that of fertilizers and 
fertilizer materials, failed to reach the 
figures of the preceding October in both 
imports and exports, the former by 10 
percent and the latter by 26 percent. In 
the export group of fertilizers and ma- 
terials valued at $1,220,700 (87,600 tons), 
which amount was only one-quarter as 
much as the imports, all commodities 
showed fewer shipments during the month. 
Figures for the chief exports for the 
month of October, 1925, were:—Am- 
monium sulphate, 8,000 tons, $431,500; 
phosphate rock, 72,000 tons, $478,700; 
superphosphates, 3,000 tons, $38,500, and 
prepared fertilizer mixtures, 2,600 tons, 
$141,500. 

Of the imports valued at $4,971,000 
(153,500 tons), calcium cyanamid was 
the only item to have appreciably larger 
amounts received, 15,300 tons, valued at 
$730,000 having entered the United States 
in October, 1925. Imports of some of the 
other important commodities of this group 
were :—Sodium nitrate, 48,600 tons, $2,- 
373,300; ammonium sulphate, 1,100 tons, 
$63,300; potassium chloride, 7,000 tons, 
$226,500; potassium sulphate, crude, 7,600 
tons, $298,200, and kainite, 10,300 tons, 


$68,200. 
Industrial Chemicals 


The third notable change was the large 
gain made in the industrial chemical 
group when exports increased 12 percent 
in values shipped from $1,980,400 in Oc- 
tober, 1924, to $2,214,600 in October, 1925, 
and the imports, 58 percent, from $1,622,- 
600, to $2,567,800, 

In line with other commodities showing 
fluctuations in prices were acids and af< 
hydrides, when total exports showed a 
decline from 2,185,500 pounds in October, 
1924, to 2,050,000 pounds in October, 1925, 
while the values recorded an advance from 
$80,000 to $83,300. At the same time the 
most striking change was made in the 
imports of these commodities when quan- 
tities received went from 2,890,500 pounds 
in October, 1924, to 9,201,000 pounds in 
October, 1925, while values doubled them- 
selves from $202,500 to $418,400. 

There was nothing particularly out- 
standing in the export trade unless it 
were the rather small amounts of acetate 
of lime which were shipped during the 
current month, when but 426,200 pounds, 
worth $14,000, were exported. Other 
chemicals showed but slight variations. 

Prominent in the import trade was the 
exceptionally large amounts of glycerin 
which came into the country during the 
month under discussion, a figure far in 
excess of any other single month, 4,656,600 
pounds, worth $548,900, having been im- 
ported. Other commodities showed the 
usual fluctuations, with gains in most of 
the items.

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Needs More Support 


By Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Commerce 


Address Read at Annual Meeting of American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, New York, December 1, 1925 


I wish on this occasion to say some- 
thing upon our great national need of a 
much more vigorous support to pure sci- 
ence research in our country. 

There is no body of men more interesed 
in the advancement of pure science than 
our engineers, for the engineering pro- 
fession is built upon the application of 
scientific discovery. And of larger vision, 
if we would command the advance of our 
material, and to a considerable degree, of 
our spiritual life, we must maintain the 
earnest and organized search for truth. 
We. could well put such an appeal wholly 
upon moral and spiritual grounds; the 
unfolding of beauty, the aspiration to 
knowledge, the ever widening penetra- 
tion into the unknown, the discovery of 
truth, and finally, as Huxley says, ‘“‘the 
inculcation: of veracity of thought.” All 
are ample justification for our finding dol- 
lars to keep these searchers alive. 3ut as 
I am proposing to support an appeal for 
dollars, I propose to discuss the dollars’ 
results as well. 

Research in the biological and physical 
sciences takes two forms; industrial re- 
search (which is the application of sci- 
ence), and research in pure science. Ob- 
viously there must be a pure science be- 
fore there can be an application. I am 
aware that there is a twilight zone be- 
tween them, but no scientist has difficulty 
in finding the borders. 

While we have in recent years develop- 
‘ed our industrial research upon a scale 
hitherto unparalleled in history, we have 
by no means kept pace in the development 
of research in pure science. We have an 
increase in some ten years from 100 to 
over 500 laboratories engaged upon search 
for applications of known scientific fact 
and law. These results have been mag- 
nificient. But all these applied science 
laboratories are dependent upon the raw 
material which flows from the labora- 
tories and men engaged in pure science. 
And the industrial investigators are the 
first to demand more support to pure 
science. 

Not only is our nation today greatly de- 
ficient in the number of men and equip- 
ment for this patient groping for the 
sources of fundamental truth and natural 
law, but the sudden growth of industrial 
laboratories has in itself endangered pure 
science research by drafting the person- 
nel of pure science into their ranks—de- 
pleting at the same time not only our 
fundamental research staff, but also our 
university faculties, and thus to some de- 
gree drying the stream of creative men at 
the source. Thus applied science itself 
will dry up unless we maintain the 
sources of pure science. This is no com- 
plaint against our great industries and 
their fine vision of the application of sci- 
ence. It simply means we must strengthen 
the first line of our offensive. The day 
is gone by when we can depend very much 
upon consequential discovery or invention 
being made by the genius in the garret. 
A host of men, great equipment, long 
patient scientific experiment to build up 
the structure of knowledge, not stone by 
stone, but grain by grain, is today the 
fundamental source of invention and dis- 
covery. 


Present Outlay Absurdly Small 


Compared with other expenditures of 
far less importance to human welfare, the 
amount of money annually devoted in the 
United States to the aid of investigators 
and investigation in pure science is ab- 
surdly small. It is less than one-tenth 
what we spend on cosmetics. We have 
indeed some fine foundations for pure 
scientific research. The Carnegie Insti- 
tute, the Smithsonian Institution, the 
Rockefeller Institute, and the many other 
research activities of much more limited 
but special endowments the work of our 
universities, together with the work of the 
National Research Council and our gov- 
ernment agencies have shown fine accom- 
plishment in this field. But the whole 
of the income available from these 
sources for research in pure science cer- 
tainly does not exceed $10,000,000 a year 
—whereas in the professional schools of 
our universities, in technical and agricul- 
tural colleges, and experiment stations, 
in industrial laboratories and in our gov- 
ernment bureaus we probably expend to- 
day $200,000,000 a year upon applied 
science research. 

The wealth of the country has mul- 
tiplied far faster than the funds we have 
given for these pure science purposes. 
And the funds administered in the nation 
today for it are but a triviality compared 
to the vast resources that a single dis- 
covery places in our hands. Men of sci- 
ence know, from their own experience how 
seriously scientific work has been im- 
peded by lack of resources, and they will 
appreciate how great, in the aggregate, 
must be the resulting loss to the nation 
and to the world. 

The progress of civilization, as all 
clear-thinking historians recognize, de- 
pends in large degree upon “the increase 
and diffusion of knowledge among men.” 
It is not merely a question of applying 
present-day science to the development of 
our industries, the reduction of the cost 
of living, the eradication of disease, and 
the multilication of our harvests or even 
the diffusion of knowledge. We must add 
to knowledge, both for the intellectual and 
spiritual satisfaction that comes from 
widening the range of human understand- 
ing, and for the direct practical utiliza- 
tion of these fundamental discoveries. A 
special study in an industrial laboratory, 


resulting in the improvement of some 
machine or process, is of great value to 
the world. But the discovery of a law 


of nature, applicable in thousands of in- 
stances and forming a permanent and ever 
available addition to knowledge, is a far 
greater advance. 


Radio communication would have re- 
mained not merely impossible, but wholly 


inconcivable, except for the fundamental 
experiments of Faraday, the mathematical 
formulation of the wave theory by Max- 


well, and the experimerftal realization of 
Maxwell’s predictious by Hertz; succes- 
sive advances in knowledge made with- 
out thought of immediate application or 
financial return. 

No newspaper headlines noticed Bec- 
querel’s discovery of radio activity from 
whitch long after sprung the whole train 
of discoveries leading to radium and its 
vast human service. No one reads in the 
popular journals of the separation of the 
hydrogen ion. We do hear sometimes 
of the effect -in economy and production 
that its understanding is having upon 
scores of industrial processes, but how 
many know the name of this scientist 
who has added billions in money value to 
the world? And I am not sure he had 
even a stenographer to save his time in 
his race in search of other laws. The 
rise of the Einstein theory, which has 
revolutionized physical science and funda- 
mentally affected modern thought, was 
rendered possible by the most abstruse 
developments of mathematics over long 
terms of years, and who may say that 
some day it may not become the raw 
material of our industrial laboratories 
with a fine outpouring of benefits in added 
human comfort and convenience? 


Two Main Groups 


If we were to survey the nation we 
should find that the technically trained 
men engaged in pure science research fall 
into two main groups, on one hand, those 
supported in the great, pure science re- 
search institutions, and on the other, 
those in our universities, or engaged in 
individual investigation. The number 
supported by our pure science research in- 
stitutions, such as the Carnegie, Rocke- 
feller, Smithsonian, and others probably 
does not exceed 500 technically trained 
men. Those engaged in pure science re- 
search in our universities or upon their 
own resources probably do not exceed 
5,000, and most of these devote only part 
of their time to this work. And there 
are some men in our industrial labora- 
tories who are engaged in pure science 
work. It is an interesting contrast that 
the scientifically trained personnel in our 
applied science investigation today prob- 
ably exceeds 30,000. 

The problem as I see 
much larger support :— 

First, to our university men, in order 
that they may be able to give a larger 
proportion of their time to research, and 
that our universities may increase the 
number of men. 

Second, to co-ordinate research for cer- 
tain definite purposes. 

Third, to the pure science research in- 
stitutions. 

It is on the men in independent re- 
search and in our educational institu- 
tions that the great burden of scientific 
advancement must always rest, and from 
them that the inspiration of the younger 
generation of oncoming scientific workers 
is derived. What we need above all 
things is the better support of these men. 
They should not, by the necessities of liv- 
ing and the cost of equipment, be forced 
into our industrial laboratories. Those 
men who show an aptitude for research 
should be less engulfed in teaching. Often 
their productivity can be greatly aided 
by being released from teaching and ad- 
ministrative demands, and endowed in 
research positions. Much can also be done 
by providing them with instruments, 
skilled assistants, measurers, computers, 
and stenographers, and all the aids that 
the nature of their researches and the 
most economical use of their time may 
demand. To attempt to herd them into 
great laboratories even for pure research 
is often their least useful service. To 
alter their mode of life and thought would 
merely result in the exhaustion at the 
source of the vital essence of their suc- 
cess. Moreover, the very researches 
which they prosecute and the discoveries 


it is to secure 


they achieve demand just such concen- 
tration of attention and originality of 
perception as their freedom tends to 
foster. 


National Assets 


There is no price that the world could 
not afford to pay to these men who have 
the originality of mind to carry scien- 
tific thought great strides—and they wish 
no price. They need opportunity to live 
and work. No one can estimate the value 
to the world of an _ investigator like 
Faraday. Our whole banking community 
does not do the public service in a year 
that Faraday’s discoveries do us daily. 
As national assets, men of his type, even 
when much less gifted than Faraday in 
the past and Millikan today, are beyond 
valuation, and no effort should be spared 
to facilitate their work. Only thus can 
they be reasonably expected to make the 
best vse of their willingness to advance 
knowledge and therefore’ civilization, 
without thought of personal gain. 


The universities in which most of them 
are employed are not to be blamed for 
this, because they do maintain vital in- 
terest in research and they would be 
glad to devote much larger sums to its 
support if the pressure of other demands 
would permit. In seeking assistance else- 
where the investigator encounters ample 
good will, but sadly inadequate means. 
We may make these academic posts so 
attractive to the student of science that 
he will seek and occupy them permanently 
because of the opportunities they afford 
him to advance knowledge by original re- 
search without anxiety for bread and 
family and equipment. It is true that 
money cannot buy genius, but many a 
genius in science has defaulted because 
he has had to eat. 

Aside from direct support to these men 
there is another method of organization 


of research among these men that is no 
less in need of support. That is co-or- 
dinated research in specific directions by 
men in different localties—again men 
mostly in our universities. Some of these 
are broad inquiries, demanding the joint 
consideration of specialists from various 
fields of science. Others are of narrowed 
scope, but of such character or magnituds 
that the combined efforts of many work- 
ers are essential for their solution. The 
National Research Council has organized 
many co-operative investigations. Such 
organized campaigns against the unknown 
are few and far between in our country. 
for but few men have had the vision to 
give them financial support. Thus, we 
need to find great funds which wisely 
directed can be used to support and stimu- 
late the work of the many indigent in- 
vestigators, the many men in our uni- 
versities, the great research institutions 
and to organize definite campaigns of re- 
search among them. 

The third type of pure science research 
that requires much more liberal support 
is the special institution. The recent ap- 
peal of the Smithsonian for additional 
endowment to enable them to support 
a larger staff so that they may properly 
compass that fraction of the field of sci- 
ence which has been their province 
should have the support of every citizen. 
The Smithsonian has been peculiarly the 
architect of scientific investigation in our 
country. Much of the work we have in 
progress today has been inspired from 
this great pioneer of all American re- 
search. 


Pure Science Lags 


It is unfortunately true that we can 
claim no such rank in pure science re- 
search, as that which we enjoy in the field 
of industrial research. Instead of lead- 
ing all other countries in the advance- 
ment of fundamental scientific knowledge 
the United States occupies a position far 
in the rear of the majority of European 
nations. <A list of the awards of the 
Nobel prizes to men of various nationali- 
ties reveals the small proportion of first 
minds that we support. Other tests lead 
to the same conclusion—namely, that the 
number of first-rank investigators de- 
veloped in the United States is far below 
what our. population, education, and 
wealth would lead one to expect. 

The difficulty we experience in secur- 
ing a place in science beside the nations 
of Europe can hardly be due to a lack 
of men of innate ability, judging from the 
leading part already played by the 
United States in finance, in architecture, 
and in applied science. It results partly 
from the fact that American civilization 
is only beginning to emerge from the 
pioneering stage, and partly from the 
financial and other inducements which so 
often lead talented men reluctantly to 
accept well-paid industrial positions in- 
stead of poorly-paid academic and re- 
search posts. 

The far-sighted leaders of industry 
fully recognize the dependence of their 
progress upon advances in science, and 
emphasize their belief that fundamental 
research should be much more greatly 
aided. Dr. J. J. Carty said in his presi- 
dential address to the Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers ten years ago:— 

“By every means in our power, there- 
fore, let us show our appreciation of pure 
science, and let us forward the work of 
the pure scientists, for they are the advance 
guard of civilization. They point the 
way which we must follow. Let us 
arouse the péople of our country to the 
wonderful possibilities of scientific dis- 
covery and to the responsibility to sup- 
port it which rests upon them, and I am 
sure they will respond generously and ef- 
fectively.” 

But the response has not yet come. 

After many years of experience in in- 
dustrial research he echoes the words of 
Tyndall spoken in New York in 1873 :— 

“Tt would be a great thing for this land 
of incalculable destinies to supplement its 
achievements. in the industrial arts by 
those higher investigations from which 
our mastery over Nature and over indus- 
trial art itself has been derived.” 

We have prided ourselves on our prac- 
ticality as a nation. Would it not be 
a practical thing to do’to give adequate 


organized financial support to pure sci- 
develop a 


ence? And if by chance we ) 
little contribution to abstract learning 
and knowledge, our nation will be im- 


mensely greater for it. 


Dye Patent Brief Filed

The brief contrasts the government’s 
case as originally pleaded and as now 
presented to the supreme court. In the 
first instance, it was based almost en- 
tirely upon the charge of fraud and con- 
spiracy to monopolize. Two of the main 
contentions on which the government now 
relies were not presented at all origi- 
nally, namely, that the sales violated the 
criminal code and were part of a con- 
spiracy to violate the anti-trust law on 
the part of Mr. Garvan and his associates. 
The attempt to establish the original con- 
tention was a “total fiasco,” the brief de- 
clares, the courts below having found that 
the transactions were made in good faith. 


Astonishing Attitude 


Before the supreme court, the _ brief 
says, the government seeks cancellation 
of the sales “on any legal ground, how- 
ever technical.” This is declared to be an 
astonishing attitude—unique in the his- 
tory of the department of justice as re- 
gards its treatment of the acts of a for- 
mer administration,” which indicates “a 
determination to win at any cost, which 
may well lead the court to examine with 
unusual care all allegations and state- 
ments ef fact presented by the appellant.” 
Counsel go on to say that statements in 
the bill of complaint, for which Mr. 
Daugherty and Col. Miller stand respon- 
sible, ‘“‘were recklessly made in the fact of 
contrary proof then within the knowledge 
of the appellant from government sources.” 
The “utterly impartial” tariff commis- 





sion and the Shortridge committee. testi- 
mony demonstrated the untruth of: the 
charge thxt there was an American dye 
monopoly, according to the brief. “In the 
light of these records the narrative of 
the bill was impossible; yet the depart- 
ment prepared it, had it verified by an 
official (Miller) who testified that he knew 
nothing of the facts, and with it sought 
to destroy at the same time a. prime 
achievement of a past administration, and 
the reputation of many honorable men.” 


The presentation of alleged facts by the 
government in the courts below is de- 
clared to have been “meager and _ uni- 
formly inaccurate, both in literal meaning 
and in implication.” It is this “insuffi- 
ciency and unfairness of statement” 
which compels the Foundation attorneys 
to deal with the facts at unusual length 
instead of relying upon appellant as is 
usually done to present the facts. As an 
example of “this inaccuracy and falla- 
cious insinuation” the brief calls atten- 
tion to repeated statements of the govern- 
ment that the patents were sold by Mr. 
Garvan to himself, whereas the brief de- 
clares that the sale was made by Cus- 
todian Palmer and that the control of 
the Foundation was never in Mr. Garvan, 
but in trustees. “Similar misrepresenta- 
tions of the testimony abound throughout 
appellant’s brief,” some of which are com- 
mented upon by counsel for appellee in 
the brief, “but even these instances are 
so numerous as to make it proper that we 
ask the court to subject the entire presen- 
tation to an unusual scrutiny.”

Federal Oil Board Has Not 
Calculated Life of Resources 


WASHINGTON, 

The Federal Oil Conservation Board ha 
reached no conclusions, decided on no 
recommendations, in fact, has not yet 
considered any of the material supplied 
by the oil industry. This information, 
given out by the chairman of the board, 
Herbert Work, Secretary of the Interior, 
is at variance with recent reports that 
the board was ready to report that the oil 
reserves of the United States will be 
exhausted in seven years. 

In the report of the special committee 
of the American Petroleum Institute it 
is estimated that some 5,300,000,000 bar- 
rels are in sight, so to speak, in present 
wells and wells to be drilled in proven 
territory. At an annual consumption of 
750,000,000 barrels, this would approxi- 
mate seven years’ supply. Experts de- 
clare, however, that whatever the esti- 
mated supply be, it would not be possible 
to produce all the oil within seven years 
or any other small number of years, be- 
cause the maximum production of wells 
occurs shortly after they are brought in, 
after which they settle down to regular 
production, which continues for a number 
of years. During such period the oil can 
not be taken out more than at a certain 
rate. There are many wells in this coun- 
try which have been producing for fifty 
or sixty years or longer, and oil special- 
ists in the government admit that there 
will probably be a great many doing like- 
wise fifty years or more hence. But pro- 
duction may conceivably decline material- 
ly meanwhile. 

The Federal oil board 
a digest of the answers made by more 
than a hundred fifty of the country’s 
leading oil experts, and until this infor- 
mation, supplied in response to a~request 
from the board, is considered by the full 
board, no conclusions naturally can be 
arrived at. As soon as the advisory com- 
mittee of the board completes its survey 
of the material furnished by the oil in- 
dustry, a public hearing will be held, at 
which those leaders of the industry in- 
terested in the government’s inquiries on 
our 0] resources, will be invited to attend 
and express their views. with all frank- 
ness. Until this public hearing is held, 
Secretary Work says, no preconceived 
view or policy can be determined upon.

Standard Defends Purchase 
Of Humble Oil & Refining 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2, 1925. 

That Standard Oil interests are now 
back in the same powerful position § en- 
joyed before the United States Supreme 
Court’s dissolution decree years ago, was 
the declaration made today before the 
Federal Trade Commission by A. R. 
Brindley, the commission's attorney in 
final argument of the legality of the ac- 
quisition by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey of control of the Humble- Oil 
& Refining Company in March, 1919. 

If anything, “the octopus” is now more 
powerful, Mr. Brindley said, and pointed 
to the present case as an example of how 
great monopolies were set up. 

Answering Mr. BPrindley’s “octopus” 
charge, Frank Andrews, for the defend- 
ant, declared that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey “does not ‘exercise 
nor that omnipotent influence.” 
The acquisition of crude- production in- 
terests is not so significant, he added, 
and produced figures to show that his 
company has produced well less than 
half the oil it has refined since acquisi- 
tion of the Humble company, and at no 
time has produced more than 5.09 per- 
«cent of the total production in the United 
States nor refined more than 11.12 percent 
of the total oil refined in this country.

In Gasoline Output Reported—Strong 
Market Undertone Ruled 


An upward trend continued in the 
petroleum market last week, and sev- 
eral price advances were scored, High- 
er prices ruled in refined products 
markets, with continued stabilization 
of the tankwagon gasoline situation. 
Heavy buying of kerosene both for 
export and domestic consumption made 
for a strong market. Diesel oil was 
higher and lubricating oil quotations 
showed an upward tendency. 

Production of crude petroleum in the 
United States, as reported to the Bu- 
reau of Mines, Department of Com- 
merce, for the month of October, 1925, 
amounted to 64,273,000 barrels, a daily 
average of 2,073,000 barrels. This 
represents a decrease from September 
production of 84,000 barrels per day, 
or 4 percent, which is the most acute 
drop in production for any month of 
the year. Decreased production in 
Oklahoma—the influence of the Gar- 
ber field not yet being felt—and in 
California was responsible for most

tion in the Rocky Mountain district 
continued to rise, though production 
in the Salt Creek field dropped for 
the first time in four months. The 
Rocky Mountain district was the only 
district to show an increase in pro- 
duction for October over September. 

Crude oil stocks east of California 
amounted to 298,110,000 barrels on 
October 31, 1925. This represents a 
decline during the month of almost 
3,000,000 barrels—the fifth successive 
month in which there has been a 
decline in these stocks. With the 
exception of a 200,000-barrel decrease 
in tank-farm_ stocks, this decline 
was due to a marked decrease in 
refinery stocks, Pipe-line and tank- 
farm stocks remainedf steady in all the 
districts east of the Rockies. In Cali- 
fornia stocks of light crude amounted 
to 43,773,000 barrels, October 31, an 
increase during the month of 1,000,- 
000 barrels. ‘Stocks of heavy crude 
and fuel oil in the State continued 
their rise, the total for October of 
80,596,000 barrels being an increase of 
over 1,500,000 barrels over stocks for 
September, 

Runs to stills during the month of 
October, 1925, amounted to 64,129,000 
barrels, of which 3,268,000 barrels was 
foreign crude petroleum. This repre- 
sents a small decrease in daily average 
crude runs from September figures but 
is an increase of 15 percent over Octo- 
ber, 1924. 

Gasoline production for October 
amoumted to 944,433,000 gallons, a 
daily average of 30,466,000 gallons, 
This represents an increase over the 
production of the previous month of 
1 percent and over October, 1924, of 
24 per cent. The indicated domestic 
‘consumption during the month was 
832,000,000 gallons. This represents a 
decrease in daily average consumption 
from September of 5 percent, but is 
an increase over October, 1924, of 11 
percent. In 1924, October consump- 
tion exceeded that for September, and 
the reverse for this year was no doubt 
due to the generally unfavorable 
weather conditions, Exports increased 
only slightly and stocks were increased 
15,000,000 gallons, standing October 
31, 1925, at 1,529,000,000 gallons. This 
was the first increase in gasoline 
stocks to be recorded since May.

According to reports from Mexico 
City during the week stated that the 
Mexican Government will establish 
giant oil reserves which will be kept 
at strategic points throughout the 
country. The capacity of the smallest 
of these tanks, according to newspaper 
reports, will be 400,000 barrels. Ex- 
ploiting the concession held by the Na- 
tional Railways of Mexico, which per- 
mits the railways to drill for oil along 
the right of way, Mexico is reported 
to be planning to go into the oil busi- 
ness in competition with American 
and other foreign oil companies now 
operating in the country. 

Premiums on crude oil were reported 
to be becoming more general in north 
Texas and parts of Oklahoma, 10c. to 
25c. per barrel being reported paid over 
posted prices in some sections of the 
field. 

Much interest was shown in the de- 
velopment of the new Davenport pool 
in Lincoln County, Oklahoma, which 
late in November had reached a daily 
output of 29,795 barrels, from 75 wells.

Prices were still on the upward 
trend, quotations being firmer. on 
gasoline, kerosene, and fuel oil during 
the week. The tankwagon market on 
gasoline was advanced lc, per gallon 
in New York and New England terri- 
tory, with the exception of New York 
City. Reports off special concessions 
to filling station operators on the part 
of some of the marketers were being 
heard, however, and the situation in 
Greater New York continued sharply 
competitive, with independent stations 
underselling the featured brands by a 
wide margin. . 

While there were no developments of 
sensational character at the refineries 
during last week’s operations, there 
was a definite trend towards higher 
levels. The market in Midcontinent 
territory appeared to be under the con- 
trol of the stronger factors in the in- 
dustry, and other refiners were fol- 
lowing in the fractional advances 
named on gasoline. A moderate de- 
mand from interior jobbers was re- 
ported, most of the buying being in 
small lots for prompt delivery. 

The tankwagon market situation in 
the Midwest was clearing up some- 
what, with price cutting dying out 
gradually. 

A report from Pierre, South Dakota, 
late in the week was to the effect that 
the State Supreme Court had 
permanently enjoined the State from 
engaging in the. retail gasoline busi- 
ness. This order was entered in the 
suit of the, White Eagle Oil Company 
which had sued to enjoin the State 
from handling the product. 


GASOLINE AND NAPHTHAS, — 
The chief development in the local 


market last week was an advance of 
le. per gallon in the tankwagon price 
in New York and New England terri- 
tory, outside of New York City, bring- 
ing the'market up to 17c. per gallon 
for the entire territory. The retail 
price to motorists held at 19c. to 20c. 
per gallon, although independent gaso- 
line at retail was still offering at 4c. 
to 5c. per gallon under these prices. 
The jobbing market at Bayonne re- 
mained steady under quiet trading, 
holding ‘at 11%c. per gallon in single 
tank cars. A fair export inquiry was

Tankwagon 
prices were boosted J2c. per gallon in 
Louisiana, Tennessee and Arkansas. 


Quotations were steady to firmer at the 
refineries. Gasoline production, stocks, 
imports and exports showed a gain in 
October over the corresponding month’s 
figures, detailed data appearing in the 


general market report on the preced- 
ing page. 

KEROSENE.—A strong tone ruled in 
the local tankwagon market which 
held at 141%c. per gallon, under a 
strong demand. A good export in- 


quiry prevailed throughout the week, 
prices showing no change. Cased 
kerosene was marked up to 17.90c. per 
gallon for standard white, and 18.90c. 
per gallon for water white. Prime 
white in bulk for export was quoted 
higher at 744c. per gallon, with water 
white commanding 8c. per gallon. 
The jobbing market at Bayonne was 
steady at 8c. per gallon for prime white 
with a steady movement in progress. 
There was a fair export call for kero- 
sene at the gulf, the market holding 
steady at 6%c. per gallon for prime 
white in bulk and 7%c. per gallon for 
water white in bulk. There was little 
change in the refinery situation, al- 
though prices were strongly held. Oc- 
tober production of kerosene, accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Mines, was 215,- 
158,000 gallons, as compared with 197,- 
834,000 gallons in September, and 232,- 
666,000 gallons in October of last year. 
Imports were 80,000 gallons, against 
1,742,000 gallons in the previous 
month, and 2,978,000 gallons in October, 
1924. Exports totaled 87,937,000 gal- 
lons, as compared with 68,112,000 gal- 
lons in September, and 90,359,000 gal- 
lons in October last year.

FUEL AND GAS OILS.—Diesel oil 
developed a stronger tone in the local 
market last week, and was advanced 
10%4c, per barrel to $2.10 per barrel, 
bulk, f. o. b. Bayonne refineries, on 
Friday. Fuel oil prices remained un- 
changed at $1.65 per barrel, bulk, f. o. 
b. New York and New Jersey refinery 
terminal points, under a fair demand. 
Gas oil was moving out in a large way 
on contract at 5c. per gallon, bulk, 
3ayonne, for 28 degrees gravity or bet- 
ter. Prices. showed more firmness at 
the: refineries, several advances being 
scored during the period. Production 
of gas and fuel oil at United States 
refineries for October was 1,321,652,000 
gallons, against 1,280,955,000 gallons in 
September, and 1,160,683,000 gallons in 
October of 1924.

Blood and Tankage Go Lower—Sulphate Advanced 
—Muscle Shoals Report Holds Interest 
Of Industry 


Prices were unsettled in the ferti- 
lizer materials trade last week, the 
number of. declines about balancing 
the advances during the 
period. 

Blood and tankage prices showed 
further weakness and were reduced 
on spot. Nitrate of soda moved up a 
peg as the December quotation went 
into effect on Tuesday. Sulphur was 
quoted higher by the producers. 

Aside from actual price develop- 
ments, the trade was chiefly inter- 
ested in the majority report on 
Muscle Shoals, which was submitted 
to President Coolidge early in the 
week, The trade showed interest 
chiefly in the recommendations made 
in relation to the nitrate plants. This 
report recommended that these plants 
be leased as a unit, the lessee to be 
required to manufacutre nitrogen and 
other commercial fertilizers or ingre- 
dients containing 18,000 tons of nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid, or potash after 
the third year, and increasing up to 
70,000 tons annually after the tenth 
year. The amount of profit to be re- 
ceived by the manufacturer, the re- 
port further recommended, should not 
exceed 8 percent on the fair annual 
cost of production. 

The possibility of keen competition 
in the fertilizer industry from the 
Muscle Shoals war-time development 
has been before the trade for the past 
several years, and considerable spec- 
ulation has been indulged in regard- 
ing the identity of the concerns which 
might take over the nitrate plants. In 
the event that the Government be 
unable to find a lessee for the nitrate 
plants, the report submitted to the 
President last week recommended 
that the Government operate. the 
properties. Further developments in 
the Muscle Shoals situation will be 
watched with close interest by the 
trade, both here and abroad, because 
of the important bearing which the 
output of these nitrate plants will 
have upon the industry once produc- 
tion has been started. 

Further development of the foreign 
business of the German potash pro- 
ducers is indicated by confirmation of 
the reports that the board of direc- 
tors of the syndicate had authorized 
the flotation of foreign loans which 
will ultimately aggregate $75,000,000. 
The first loan to be floated will be in 
the neighborhood of $8,000,000, part of 
which will be used to pay off earlier 
debenture loans of the various potash 
works, the rest to be used in the mod- 
ernization of processes of manufac- 
ture and for the promotion of the 
foreign business in German potash 
salts. The loan will be floated in 
London. 

It is reported from Chile that the 
sale of nitrate grounds, which had 
been postponed from September 11 to 
December 11, has been again put off, 
this time until April 30, 1926. Up to 
November 21 the total sales of nitrate 
of soda by the producers’ association 
for the current season aggregated 
13,960,326 metric quintals. The num- 
ber of oficinas in operation during 
October was 88, compared with 92 in 
September. The reported production 
and total exports of soda nitrate in 
the first four months of the current 
nitrate year, according to London re- 
ports, were as_ follows:—Reported 
production, July-October, 8,743,787 met- 
ric quintals; total exports, July-Oc- 
tober, 8,002,693 metric quintals. Of 
the total exports in the four months 
ended October 31, 4,709,074 metric 
quintals went to Europe, including 
Egypt, while 2,674,107 metric quintals 
were shipped to the United States, and 
619,512 metric quintals to other coun- 
tries.

ALCOHOL.—While prices at the 
moment appear to be firm and not 
subject to more than ordinary shading 
—and then only when jobbing quan- 
tities are obtained from resellers—it 
has been suggested that competition in 
the future bids fair to be keener 
owing to the constantly increasing 
production of denatured alcohol in 
this country. However, at the moment 
the leading sellers find themselves 
busy making deliveries against the 
large number of contracts outstand- 
ing well into next year. Quotations 
were maintained by the producers at 
the following levels:—Ethyl, cologne 
spirits, $4.901%4 to $5.0014; 188 proof, 
$4.851%4 to $4.95144; denatured, special, 
No. barrels, 60%c. to 641%4c.; drums, 
53Y/ to 57%c.; C.D., No. 1, barrels, 
62c, to 66c.; drums, 55c. to 59¢,; No. 5, 
barrels, 60%4c. to 64%c.; drums, 53%4c. 
to 57%c.; No. 6, barrels, 5914c. to 
6314c.; drums, 521c. to 56%c. per gal- 
lon. Tank cars are 1c. less than the 
above price schedule, 

CITRATES.—Call for most articles 
in this group was irregular last week 
and for the most part orders were 
placed under competitive conditions. 
In addition to the regular domestic 
producers there are a number of out- 
side holders of supplies who are more 
or less anxious for business. Quo- 
tations on spot as named by the lead- 
ing producers were as follows:—Iron 
and ammonium brown scales, 69c.; 
green scales, 69c.; potash, 60c.; soda, 
U.S.P., VIII revision, 45c. to 49c. per 
pound. Ammonium citrate was un- 
changed at 85c. to 90c.; iron citrate, 
94c, to 99c. per pound. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Steadier exchange 
has some effect on holding up the 
foreign market but the sellers for 
shipment in Norway are not receiving 
much support from buyers in this 
market. For the most part trade has 
been rather dull during the past week 
and the situation tended to become 
more competitive. Prices were $38.50 
to $41 per barrel, according to seller 
and brand. 

CORN SYRUP.—Weakness in 
article continued prominent due to 
unsettlement in raw material prices 
and the tendency of production costs 
to decrease. Prices were noted at 
$3.11 to $3.36 per hundred pounds for 
42 degree and $3.06 to $3.31 per hun- 
dred pounds for 43 degree syrup. 

CREOSOTE. — Seasonable request 
continued good and sales volume shows 
some expansion at the present time. 
No shading of values is being ex- 
perienced by the leading producers 
who find production steadily moving 
into manufacturing consumers’ hands, 
Prices on U.S.P. stood at 40c.; car- 
bonate, $1.70 to $1.80 per pound. 

ETHER.—Call for engine ether was 
said to show an excellent volume due 
to the very seasonable weather pre- 
vailing in various parts of the country 
recently. Other forms of ether were 
very steady, receiving a regular call 
for usual quantities but lacking any 
feature movement into consumption. 
Quotations were as follows:—U.S.P. 
anesthesia, 18c. to 19c,; concentrated, 
15c. to 16c.; U.S.P., 1880, 44c. to 45c.; 
washed, 36c. to 37c.; engine, 24c. to 
30c. per pound. 

ETHYLENE GLYCOL.—This article 
is moving more freely and is under 
better demand due to propaganda in 
favor of its use as an antifreeze ma- 
terial in motor car radiators, Prices 
were firm at $2.75 per gallon for 
technical and per pound for re- 
fined. The technical is used in motor 
cars. 

FORMALDEHYDE. — ‘No surplus 
stocks existed last week, and, in fact, 
it was hard to secure a prompt delivery

on new orders even though the quan- 
tities involved were not large. Pro- 
ducers were well sold ahead and cannot 
see any accumulation of unsold mate- 
rial in the near future. Prices were 9c. 
per pound for car lots and 9\c. to 9c. 
per pound on less than car-lot busi- 
ness, 

GLYCERIN.—The market continued 
strong. Inquiries were active and it 
was apparent that the requirements of 
various consumers were in no way de- 
creasing. Commitments against the 
requirements for anti-freeze mixtures 
were expansive, and it seemed to be 
generally assumed that the glycerin 
producers may still look forward to im- 
portant transactions on that account. 
Considerable interest displayed in the 
January-February position was noted 
in confirmation of the kelief in con- 
tinued sales to the makers of anti- 
freeze compounds. Refiners also showed 
interest in dynamite, preferring that 
article to crude, owing principally to 
the scarcity and high prices prevailing 
for that article. Quotations were 24c. 
to 24%c. per pound for dynamite. 
Soaplye was sold at 16c. per pound, and 
although the price was nominal, it was 
clear that not much shading of that 
figure could be done. Saponification 
was very scarce and in good demand, 
With sales reported at 18c. per pound 
and the market being nominal thereat 
at the end of the week. One of the 
principal refiners advanced chemically 
pure to 26c. per pound during the pe- 
riod, but there were other sellers nam- 
ing 25c. per pound. However, the 
market was strong and believed to be 
headed upward. 

CHICAGO, Dec 3.—The demand continues 
active and prices are very firm Sales of dyna- 
mite glycerin have bee ade at 24%4c., drums 
included, and further i $ are available 
at that price, although som ire asking 
c.P. in car lots is held for 25%c., drums ¢« 3 
and, in less than car lots, 26 is asked, 
according to seller. Soap lye, is quoted 
at l6c., with little to be had for early delivery. 
Saponification is quoted at 17%4¢c., drums ex- 
cluded. Producers state that the demand for 
anti-freeze radiator solution is better than they 
expected. 

GLY C EROPHOSPHATES. — Cal- 
cium, and soda crystals were reported 
in better request and sold in excellent 
volume during the period. Soda 
lution received a fair call, as also did 
potash solution. Prices throughout 
the group were very steady and were 
not subject to competitive influences. 
Quotations remained without change, 
as follows:—Calcium, $1.40 to $1.55; 
soda crystals, $1.40 to $1.55; soda 
lution, U.S.P., $1.05 to $1.20; manga- 
nese, $2.90 to $3.10; potash solution, 
5 percent, $1.35 to $1.50 per pound. 

HYPOPHOSPHITES. — Interest in 
soda and potash hypophosphites was 
reported fair to good and prices were 
very steady. Ammonium was under 
irregular request and failed to show 
gain in sales. Iron did measure up to 
recent volume. Quotations were as 
follows:—Ammonium, $1.10 to $1.20; 
calcium, 60c. to 65c.; iron, $1.50 to 
$1.60; magnesium, $1.05 to $1.15: pot- 
ash, 80c. to 85c.; soda, 70c. to 75c. per 
pound.

Reduction in Competition 


Makes Firmer and 


Higher Prices—Pre-Inventory Period Brings 
Lower Volume of Sales 


Though the market for botanical 
drugs was not very active last week 
as concerned sales, it was prominent 
from the standpoint of changes in 
prices. The trend in values was up- 
ward. For the most part the rise in 
quotations was attributed to the re- 
cession of that type of competition that 
attempts stimulation of reluctant de- 
mand through the medium of price cut- 
ting. Sellers displayed a tendency to 
name prices more closely in line with 
each other and the cost of further 
stocks from domestic and foreign re- 
placement markets. 

From the view of sensationalism, the 
extreme rise in pepper and pimento 
topped everything else of interest. The 
higher prices for white and black pep- 
pers, and for pimento as well, were due 
directly to swift advances in the pri- 
mary markets. So strong were the 
primary points of supply that replace- 
ment costs and spot quotations were 
about at par; some said they were 
higher than spot to replace. Coupled 
with this situation was a broader, more 
active, and pressing demand from con- 
sumers who bought spots and forwards 
eagerly. For materials that usually 
fluctuate %e. or 4c. per pound at a 
time and in which an advance of Ic. is 
considered very severe, the develop- 
ments of last week came close to being 
record making. The position of ipecac 
also attracted attention because of 
stocks becoming virtually exhausted 
and the much higher prices asked for 
the residue. 

Demand generally—in medicinal bo- 
tanical drugs—was considerably slower. 
There was a marked tendency for 
buyers to reduce their purchases and 
to take only those articles for which 
the need was imperative. It seemed 
to local dealers that the approach of 
the year-end with its customary inac- 
tivity during inventory period was re- 
sponsible for the lowered volume of 
sales and the general apathy of buyers 
save in the few instances where job- 
bing quantities had to be bought to 
cover the requirements of the immedi- 
ate future. 

In contrast with slackening in de- 
mand was strength in prices. Recently, 
when business was really excellent 
and when sales volume was at what 
may prove to have been the peak for 
the year, there existed a considerable 
competition. Those so inclined cut 
prices quietly in an effort to take on 
even more business. The result was 
that inside prices on spot were rather 
low, considering the turnover in mer- 
chandise. 

Not so last week. With contraction 
in demand came a tighter hold on 
prices. One quarter, prominent in the 
past for activity in price shading, 
was found to have advanced his asking 
prices generally. While not finding de- 
mand supporting the higher limits, this 
quarter continued to quote the higher 
levels. Removal of this competition 
allowed important factors to strengthen 
values, also generally throughout the 
list. Many articles were actually ad- 
vanced: the rises in prices exceeded 
the declines by a liberal margin. 

Intertwined with the reduced de- 
mand and higher price schedules were 
primary markets showing a generally 
strong tone. Most cables from Ham- 
burg and other European points quoted 
prices that certainly failed to show 
any general disposition to reduce 
values at the present time. Consump- 
tion throughout the world has broad- 
ened and the absence of important 
orders from the United States 
not longer have so pronounced an ad- 
verse effect on foreign selling views as 
it did in the past. Most foreign bo- 
tanicals are in strong position. 

Domestic primary markets go into 
the year end in position quite similar 
to that in foreign countries. The large 
dealers there have consolidated their 
position successfully and it is not gen- 
erally believed that their stocks in 
hand are not so large as to constitute a 
menace even though demand has 
slumped. Prices from the country are 
generally firm and most transactions 
are put through with a minimum 
amount of shading. 

The general opinion on 
week was that from now through the 
turn of the vear, activity from the 
consuming trades is likely to be on 
a cribbed, cabined, and confined basis. 

Of some interest last week was the 
offering of 1924 peel cascara sagrada 
bark at prices so low as to prove very 
attractive to many consumers. The 
offerings were far below the general 
selling views he!d here and were out 
of line with the firm market on the

Coast. The low prices were possible 
because of the liquidation of a rather 
large spot stock, Golden seal root 
showed a strong undertone, due to ad- 
vances in the country and good export 
interest here. Prices were advanced 
on spot. Larkspur seed also went 
through a sharp upward movement, 
due to scarcity of stocks. However, 
forwards were offered at much lower 
prices than spot holders commanded 
during the period. Among the seeds, 
strong and higher prices developed in 
high grade mustard seed. Poppy seed 
also went through an almost sensa- 
tional advance. Aconite leaves and 
roots moved up, due to elimination of 
cheaper lots. Sellers stopped cutting 
cottonroot and prices firmed up at a 
fractional rise. Musk root was still 
under strong competition and pressure. 
Prices were further reduced in a very 
dull consuming market.

Such a move- 
ment last year did not get under way until 
the second week of December, but indications

Inquiries thus far this month have been 
fairly large and movement has’ developed 
freely from the buying by jobbers.

Undertones throughout the gum and 
wax market last week were very firm. 
Prices lacked definite trend but on 
the whole there was little tendency 
toward shading and some articles oc- 
cupied appreciably stronger positions 


at the close of the period by reason 
of the strength at primary market 
points. Business was fair in most 


commodities, though the approach of 
the time when inventories must be 
taken checked interest in prompt par- 
cels to some extent. 

The situation in camphor was rather 
interesting. Futures were consider- 
ably firmer; some said stronger. De- 
spite this fact—which was generally 
attributed to the rise in Japanese ex- 
change—spot goods sold very close to 
replacement costs, when all charges 
are included. Competition here was 
due to the position that one large im- 
porter has taken. Depression of the 
market has been a prominent feature 
for some time and last week the sit- 
uation seemed to have been but little 
relieved of the pressure to sell. Spot 
prices on Japanese slabs were lower 
but other prices remained unchanged, 
though shipment was stronger. 

Lump asafoetida showed improve- 
ment under better demand and shrink- 
age of supplies. Prices were slightly 
higher. Gamboge was easier due to 
larger offerings of mass and pipe; 
prices were lower and tended toward 
a more competitive position though 
powder failed to react further. Aloes 
were fairly steady but the situation 
still seemed to favor buyers moder- 
ately. Myrrh received a fair to good 
demand for seasonable purposes and 
prices were steadily maintained. Mas- 
tic was unchanged as to open quota- 
tions though transactions at less than 


market rates were alleged to have 
taken place. Tragacanth continued 
firm at the recent advance and offer- 


ings for spot and shipment were rather 
light. 

Among the waxes, 
nauba continued to dominate the sit- 
uation. Primary market points failed 
to offer much and in almost every in- 
stance the prices asked were at least 
even with spot quotations. In the 
instance of Brazilian bees wax, they 
were sharply above the nominal prices 
named here. Though exchange on 
Brazil was lower, that fact failed to 
reduce the cost of carnauba wax for 
shipment. Offerings were about nil. 
Lower exchange, unchanged prices for 
replacement, and lack of more than 
seattered offerings were interpreted 
here to mean that the primary market 
had little or nothing to sell. Demand 
for carnauba was excellent here. Can- 
delilla was higher, reflecting the high 
cost of carnauba and the underpro- 
duction of candelilla in the primary 
market, 

Shellac was easier in all positions. 
On spot, business showed a marked 
decline, transactions sinking to a job- 
bing basis. Also, the bleachers found 
demand much less pressing and it was 
reported that most makers of bone 
dry had caught up with requirements 
and were in a position to accept some 
orders for prompt delivery. No sur- 
plus stock of orange gum exists, how- 
ever. Spot, London and Calcutta were 
lower.

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More Inquiries But Trading Showed No Expansion 
—Heavy Contract Business Already Booked 


—Advances in 


The market for industrial chemicals 
last week was along very much the 
same lines as had previously been de- 
scribed. There was no increase in the 
actual buyng, although in a number 
of lines there was a decided gain in 
the volume of inquiries. With few ex- 
ceptions, prices were steady. The 
gain in the volume of inquiries was 
attributed to the fact that the stock- 
taking season was at hand and the 
consumers were out to get a line on 
present costs, rather than te replace 
diminished supplies. Contract with- 
drawals have generally been good and 
in soda ash and caustic and in the 
mineral acids have been unusually 
well maintained. Conditions in these 
heavy chemicals compared more than 
favorably with conditions a year ago. 


Manufacturers of soda ash and 
caustic, as well as the manufacturers 
of bleaching powder, have already 
done an excellent volume of business 
in contracts for next year. It was es- 
timated that by the end of last week 
85 or 90 percent of the business in soda 
ash and caustic which had been done 
this year had ‘been renewed and it 
was believed that conditions in these 
chemicals would certainly be as good 
next year as they have been during 
1925, if not better. Bleaching powder 
contract sales have also been a deal 
better than last fall, in spite of the 
higher prices which are quoted. This, 
of course, could be traced to the 
steadier conditions in the market and 
the asence of the strenuous competi- 
tion which a year ago. shattered 
prices regardless. Something similar 
to this has been done lately in aqua 
ammonia, but more steadiness ap- 
peared last week, although outbursts 
of competition might be expected at 
any time to wreck further the prices 
on ammonials, 


All grades of sulphur have been ad- 
vanced. The crude at the mines was 
put up $2 per ton, and the flour has 
been correspondingly advanced. The 
extremely heavy demand has resulted 
in exhaustion of this year’s quotas for 
this country already, and there was 
every prospect of an even more enor- 
mous consumption this coming year. 
The export sales of sulphur this year 
were never so large before. 

Some accumulation of stocks re- 
sulted in weakness in acetate of soda, 
while soda _ silico-fluoride was easier 
for the reason there was no demand.

ALUM.—Trading in the potash 

grades has been fairly active, espe- 

cially in the lump. Demand for this 
grade has been well enough main- 
tained to keep the spot stocks in com- 
paratively narrow limit, and the prices 
were quite steady. Quotations were 
2%c. to 3%c. per pound. The ship- 
ment price from abroad on this grade 
has shown a stronger tendency, and 
better than 2%c. was not longer to be 
done. The ground was 3%4c. to 4c. per 
pound here; and the powdered, 4c. to 
4%c. Little that was new has devel- 
oped in the ammonia grades during the 
past few weeks. The usual routine 
movement on contracts has been ob- 
served, but this was no more than nor- 
mal, and new business has not come 
in with any despatch. The lump was 
$3.50 to $3.60 per 100 pounds; the 
ground, $3.65 to $3.75; and the pow- 
dered, $3.85 to $3.95. Chrome alums 
have been moving along usual lines 
and prices disclosed no changes, pot- 

ash and ammonia being quoted at 5 %c. 

to 5%c. per pound. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—The mar- 
ket has been well supplied with the 
light, mostly of domestic origin, and 
while the demand has been about as 
usual, it could not be said that it had

been heavy enough to rapidly move 
these stocks. However, the price has 
held quite steady for some time past 
and the business going through last 
week was at the former levels of 16%c. 
to 17c. per pound. Domestic has usu- 
ally been quoted at 17c., but sellers 
said that they had not found compe- 
tition from imported interfering any 
with their regular business. 

ALUMINUM SULPHATE.—Contract 
movement was less active and supplies 
going to paper trade were not more 
than seasonal. However, without ex- 
cess stocks to weaken tone, prices have 
been maintained at $1.40 to $1.45 per 
100 pounds for the commercial in bags 
at works; and $2 to $2.05 for the iron 
free. Manufacturers have not done a 
great deal on forward business for 
1926 as yet, but such inquiries as have 
arisen have usually been met with 
current quotations. 

AMMONIA, AQUA.—Twenty-six de- 
gree in drums was quoted at 3%ec. to 
4c. per pound hereabouts, with major- 
ity of sellers asking 3%c. inside at the 
end of the week. Reports from other 
parts of the country indicated that 
near 3c. had been done on some busi- 
ness during the week. The manufac- 
turers had a good deal of forward 
business on their books and were less 
inclined to be aggressive in the matter 
of selling, and consequently the tone 
of the market was better, although 
outbursts of competition might be e,s- 
pected from time to time to upset the 
tone. 

AMMONIA, ANHYDROUS.—Appar- 
ently calm on the surface, there was 
still a lot of competition in this mate- 
rial, and while the leading manufac- 
turers offered at 15c. to 17c. per pound 
for forward shipment and have booked 
orders for delivery during 1926 at that 
range, it was thought by a number 
that better was perhaps possible on 
the right sort of order, and down to 
13c. has been reported on some busi- 
ness, but without any real confirma- 
tion. 

AMMONIA, CARBONATE. — The 
market was dull and the sellers were 
disposed to take a less cheerful view 
of the situation. The business in car- 
bonate this fall has been much less 
than usual, it was said, and consum- 
ers did not show desire to take on cus- 
tomary quantities. Ample stocks were 
available on spot, and imported was 
quoted at llc. to 12%c. per pound, de- 
pending on quantity and grade. 

AMMONIA, NITRATE.—The  im- 
porters are keeping the market well 
supplied, spot stocks being replenished 
more or less regularly from foreign 
sources as they become low. The price 
has not changed any and the range 
was still 6c. to 6%c. per pound, on the 
technical. 

AMMONIAC, SAL.—The prices which 
the domestic manufacturers have quot- 
ed on the contracts for next year has 
altered the views of the importers a 
good deal. White granular could be 
secured from domestic makers at 6c. 
to 7c. per pound on contract over 1926. 
At the moment the imported material 
was quoted at 5%c. to 6c. per pound 
on spot, with shipments from abroad 
at 5\c., c.i.f. With domestic makers 
holding at their price, the dealers were 
apprehensive of seeing business slip 
from them, as there was every indica- 
tion of higher shipment prices in the 
near future, and this would rob them 
of any profit selling in competition 
with domestic, because of the higher 
import costs. The gray was un- 
changed, imported at 6%c. to 7c. 

ANTIMONY.—The metal has ad- 
vanced again, but the advance amount- 
ed only to a fraction of a cent. The 
prices at the end of the week were 
from 20%c. to 20%c. per pound. ‘Tne 
market was lightly stocked and ship- 
ments from China were coming 
through irregularly, and the quanti- 
ties generally small. There has been 
a pretty good demand here, and there 
would probably have been more busi- 
ness had stocks been in larger volume 
and the price a little lower. The oxide 
has advanced again and was quoted at 
18%c. to 20c. per pound by principal 
sellers. Needle powdered remained at 
19%4c. to 20c., in a firm position, but 
demand less pressing during the week. 

ARSENIC.—Conditions in this section 
of the market have not improved any 
to speak ef during the week, and 
prices were still low and consumers 
holding back from uying. Quotations 
on domestic white powdered were 3c. 

Imported material 
was more or less nominal in price, as 
sellers could not get as much as for 
domestic and were disposed to let go 
whenever they could almost regardless 
of the price.

Fac- 
tors expected an extremely good year, 
even better than this one has been, 
judging by the extremely heavy ton- 
nage of orders they have taken on.

The current move- 
ment against existing contracts has 
been good and shipments continued 
to go forward well. Conditions just 
now more than compared with those 
of a year ago. The export movement 
was fair. Inquiries came to hand, but 
quantities involved in transactions 
were not usually very large. The spot 
market displayed good routine activity 
and the daelers maintained the prices 
Steadily enough, Contract prices 
were as follows:—Solid caustic, basis

SODA, NITRATE.—Was quite steady 
in tone and demand along quiet sea- 
sonal lines. Granulated was quoted at 
3%gc. to 4%c. per pound, and pow- 
dered at 5%c. to 6%c. These were 
barrel prices; bags are %c. less. 

SODA, NITRITE.—Imported was to 
be had at 9c. to 9%c. per pound on 
spot and was in demand from color 
makers. Vat colors have continued in 
better demand than some others and 
buying of nitrite has been in propor- 
tion. Domestic was quoted at 9c. to 
9%c. and was not available in much 
volume. 

SODA, SILICO-FLUORIDE. — Has 
eased a bit as regards price, due to the 
poorness of the demand. The market 
displayed little activity during the 
week and supplies were in some vol- 
ume. Sellers were quoting from 4%c. 
to 5c. per pound at the end of the 
week, although 5c. had generally been 
the inside earlier in the period. 

SODA, SULPHIDE.—In spite of the 
offers from abroad of 60 percent at 
comparatively low prices, the market 
here has ruled steady and the manu- 
facturers were quoting former prices. 
The demand was along quite brisk 
lines and a well sold up condition was 
reported in several prominent produc- 
ing quarters. The 60 percent broken 
was $4 to $4.25 per 100 pounds; and 
the 60 percent fused, $3.75 to $4.

SULPHUR.—Following advance in 
the crude, the market for flour has 
gone higher and refiners were quoting 
the commercial flour in carloads in 
bags at $1.45 per 100 pounds; and at 
$1.80 in barrels. The superfine was 
$2.05 in bags; and $2:40 in barrels. 

TIN, BICHLORIDE.—The December 
price of the bichloride was unchanged 
and leading sellers will offer shipments 
this month at the November range of 
17%c. to 18¢c. per pound. The position 
of the metal necessitated the continu- 
ation of the high prices. 

TIN CRYSTALS.— The December 
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price of the crystals is 43c. to 
per pound. This is the same as was 
quoted on November shipments and 
the continued high price of the metal 
made the prolongation of these prices 
necessary. 

TIN, OXIDE.—Was 
usual and the price 
66c. to 68c. per pound. 

UREA, — Additional stocks were 
available on spot, and the price rather 
easier if anything, with quotations 20c. 
to 2lc. per pound. 

ZINC, CARBONATE. — Was un- 
changed at 13c. to 15c. per pound, the 
market along quiet routine lines and 
the week uneventful. 

ZINC, CHLORIDE.—The easy posi- 
tion of the market continued. De- 
mand, however, was pretty good. ‘The 
makers quoted the fused at 6c. to 7%c. 
per pound, depending on quantity; and 
the granular at 7c. to 8%c. 


Acids 


(Detailed prices current—page 8) 


Changes in the market for acids 
last week were infrequent. The most 
important change in prices was the 
advance which occurred in formic and 
which carried the price of that acid 
up %ec. per pound. The advance of 
course, was due to the higher ship- 
ment prices which have been quoted 
since the syndicate took charge of the 
foreign sales and fixed a price for 
export business. Elimination of cheap 
lots from this market has been going 
on for the past two weeks and now 
that weak holders were practically out 
of the 90 percent grade, the price im- 
mediately went higher. Some of the 
more prominent importers:i had been 
asking the higher prices since the 
establishment of the shipping prices 
abroad, and the inevitable has oc- 
curred. 

Oxalic acid has not changed. Ship- 
ment prices on foreign acid were 
sufficiently high to make it extremely 
difficult to import and cover costs on 
sales in this market as the domestic 
manufacturers have been holding at 
very steady levels for some time past 
and these levels were just fractionally 
under exact import costs. 

Mineral acids continued to move in 
large volume on contract and these 
shipments have been a feature of the 
market, The producers of both the 
sulphuric and the muriatic were well 
sold ahead and with production so 
taken up until the end of the year the 
tone of the market has ruled quite 
steady. There was more firmness to 
sulphuric than had been seen in a 
long time and on small lots the pro- 
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ducers were charging good premiums, 
The same was true of the muriatic. 
Nitric was also moving in good vol- 
ume and the market was firm in tone, 
as nitrate of soda has changed hardly 
at all in the past three months. 

Butyric was in demand, but as 
stocks were not large the prices were 
quite firm. Sellers were doing con- 
siderable business in this acid at the 
moment. Sales of hydrocyanic for 
fumigation purposes continued to be 
made at lower prices, and some ex- 
tremely low bids on Government con- 
tracts were revealed.

ACETIC. — The market presented 
very little that was new. The trading 
in the different grades has been along 
steady lines, but was more or less 
routine, and the consumers were not 
disposed to increase their orders at 
this time. Most of the business pass- 
ing has been confined to small or mod- 
erate lots for immediate operations. 
More quiet conditions in textiles were 
thought to affect the consumption. 
Quotations were unchanged, based on 
acetate of lime at $3 per 100 pounds. 
The following schedule of prices was 
quoted by the producers for acid in 
barrels:—28 percent, $3.13 to $3.48 per 
100 pounds; 30 percent, $4.26 to $4.51; 
56 percent, $5.85 to $6.10; 60 percent, 
$6.31 to $6.66; 80 percent, $8.12 to $8.37, 
and glacial, $11.02 to $11.74. Carboy 
prices are 50c. higher than these barrel 
prices. Anhydrides were cheaper be- 
cause of competition, ranging 3lc. to 
36c. per pound, depending on grade and 
quantity. 

BATTERY. — Contract withdrawals 
were all that was being done in this 
section of the market. The price was 
$1.25 to $1.50 per 100 pounds. Con- 
tracts over next year have been taken 
on at this range, it was understood. 

BORIC.—Was withvut any new de- 
velopments of importance. Trading 
was along the usual lines and condi- 
tions were normal for this time of the 
year. The tone of the market has been 
steadier than in some time. Export 
sales were as before, holding well to 
the average for the fall. The prices

WASHINGTON, Dee. 1, 1925. 

Some new factors in domestic fertilizer 
production and trade are forth in a 
report just issued by the Department of 
Commerce. It was prepared by Dr. Harry 
A. Curtis, special agent who was in charge 
of the department's nitrogen survey and 
other special work The events of the 
war period naturally acted to give new 
trends to development in many fields, Dr. 
Julius Klein, director of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, points 
out in his introduction to the report, and 
the rapid progress which has been made 
along technical lines since 1914 has also 
introduced new elements. ‘The fertilizer 
industry is somewhat unique in the large 
number of raw materials used,”’ Dr. Klein 
says, “and the chance for variations is, 
therefore, rather wide. Changes have oc- 
curred since 1914 with reference to nearly 
every one of the ordinary fertilizer in- 
gredients.” 

From 1914 to 1919 potash imports were 
cut off and a vigorous attempt was made 
to develop an American potash industry, 
it is pointed out, and while most of this 
activity has been discontinued, “there re- 
mains a domestic production which is ap- 
parently permanent.” There has also 
been a great change in the agricultural- 
nitrogen problem in the past ten years. 
The domestic production of ammonium 
sulphate has overtaken and passed the 
demand of the fertilizer industry; tank- 
age, fish scrap and cottonseed meal have 
largely been diverted from the fertilizer 
industry to more pro itable markets, and 
an air-nitrogen industry has been launched 
and “has become a factor of increasing 
importance.” Phosphate production has 
been least disturbed, “but even here the 
great agricultural depression of 1920 and 
1921 made difficult times for the indus- 
try, and the exploitation of the prosphate 
deposits in Northern Africa is influencing 
American exports of phosphate in Eu- 
rope.” 

The report elaborates on these changes 
which inspired Dr. Klein to say:—‘In all, 
the past decade has been anything but 
usual in the history of the fertilizer in- 
dustry.” Dr. Curtis discusses the war 
and post-war period in the _ industry, 
United States production in 1914, 1919, 
1921 and 1923, and materials used, as 
well as United States imports and exports 
of fertilizers and’ materials in 1913, 192: 
and 1924. The American position in the 
Chilean nitrate industry is then taken up, 
followed by a discussion of the American 
developments in synthetic ammonia, which 
lead to the statement that this phase is 
much more promising than the potash 
situation. As to potash, Dr. Curtis says 
the United States is practically back to 
the status of 1914, when nearly all of the 
potash for agricultural use in this country 
was imported from German and Alsatian 
mines. New forms of phosphate fertilizer 
are discussed in the report, ; well 
concentrated fertilizers and miscellaneous 
amendments, such as lime, gypsum, 
iodine and colloidal magnesium silicate, 
also urea. 

A careful study of the whole subject of 
freight in relation to fertilizers would 
seem worth while, according to the report, 
with particular reference to the possi- 
bilities of savings through the use of the 
new types of concentrated fertilizers. Dr. 
Curtis also urges the need of research on 
fertilizer problems, intimating that the 
industry has in the past been slow in this 
respect. “It is certain,’” he says in the 
report, “that the fertilizer industry is 
destined to become more and more a 
chemical industry; that more ‘concen- 
trated fertilizers are coming into use, and 
that larger quantities of fertilizers will 
be used in the future. The fertilizer in- 
dustry has had some lean years since 1920, 
and it would be strange if the industry 
entirely overlooked the lessons taught by 
the experiences of these years

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Crude Oils of Western 
Hemisphere Are Studied 


Bureau of Mines Reports Survey 


Of Products of the 
Various Fields

the properties of typical 
from the producing fields of the 
Western Hemisphere has been made by 
the Bureau of Mines. <A report on the 
subject, just issued, includes comments, 
tabulated data and individual analyses 
of crude petroleums typical of the pro- 
ducing districts of Canada, Mexico, Trini- 
dad, Venezuela, Argentina, Colombia and 
Peru. For purposes of comparison, the 
report also contains analyses of typical 
crude oils from the largest producing dis- 
tricts of the United States. 

The Bureau of Mines undertook a study 
of foreign crude oils for two reasons :— 
First, foreign fields are potentiai sources 
of supply for the United States; in fact, 
considerable quantities of some foreign 
crudes have already been imported. Sec- 
ond, these oils are very similar in physi- 
cal and chemical properties to oils found 
in the United States and a study of these 
resemblances has scientific value. 

Despite the wide geographical distri- 
bution of the producing fields of Canada, 
the bureau found the crude oils of the 
Dominion to be remarkably alike. The 
producing districts represented by an- 
alyses in the report just issued are the 
Calgary field of the Province of Alberta, 
the fields of the Province of Ontario, the 
Stony Creek field of the Province of New 
Brunswick, and the MacKenzie district of 
the Northwest Territories by one sample 
from the Fort Norman well. 

The samples of Mexican crudes are di- 
vided into two groups based on the geo- 
graphic position of the fields and the rela- 
tive gravity of the oils. These groups are 
designated as the Northern heavy-oil dis- 
trict, or Panuco district, which lies about 
50 miles west of Tampico and includes 
Hbano, Panuco, Cacalilao, and Topila, and 
the Southern light-oil district, also known 
as the Tuxpan or Tepetate district, which 
extends from Dos Bocas 45 miles south- 
ward to the Tuxpan River. Although the 
Topila field is geographically in the 
Northern heavy-oil district, the oil seems 
to be a hybrid, intermediate in charac- 
teristics between the heavy, low cold-test 
oils of the Northern district and the 
lighter wax-containing oils of the South- 
ern district. 

The petroleum production of Trinidad 
centers about the famous Pitch Lake. 
Approximately 90 percent of the total 
production of Trinidad has been yielded 
by fields within seven miles of this lake, 
and by wells on the Southwest peninsula. 
Except the samples from the Tabaquite 
field, the samples of Trinidad crude ex- 
amined have a low gasoline content. The 
Tabaquite field is represented by two 
samples classed as “waxy crudes” and 
two classed as “non-waxy” crudes. The 
waxy crude is quite similar to the lighter 
Oklahoma crudes, such as those from the 
Newkirk and Ponca fields of Kay County. 

Argentine fields are represented by 
four samples:—Two from the Comodoro 
Rivadiva field, which is almost entirely 
exploited by the Argentine Government, 
one sample representing government pro- 
duction in the Plaza Huincul field and one 
representing oil produced by Petroleo de 
Challaco, Ltda., in the Mendoza-Neuquen 
field. The Comodoro Rivadiva crude is a 
heavy black oil of about 20° gravity; it 
contains practically no commercial gaso- 
line, as it shows only about 5 percent of 
“easoline and naphtha” by the Bureau 
of Mines analysis and interpretation. The 
samples from the Plaza Huincul and Men- 
doza-Neuquen fields have a lighter gravity 
and higher “gasoline and naphtha’’ con- 
tent than those from Comodoro Rivadiva. 
They are in many ways similar to the 
crude oils of Northern Texas. 

Two samples from the Lake Maracaibo 
basin in Venezuela are included in this 
paper. They are fairly heavy, black oils, 
rather high in sulphur, rather low in 
“vasoline and naphtha,” and containing 
considerable proportions of vacuum dis- 
tillates, which do not show wax content. 
They show no kerosene distillate by the 
Bureau of Mines analysis and interpreta- 
tion.

The samples are simi- 
lar to many of the crudes, especially the 
heavier high sulphur oils, of Kern County, 
California. 

Two samples from the Infantas field of 
Colombia are represented. This field, in 
the Department of Santander, is about 18 
miles east of the village of Barranc: 
Bermeja, on the Magdalena River, some 
400 miles from Cartagena. The two 
crudes, which are black, have a sulphur 
content of 0.70 percent, low pour point, 
low viscosity, fairly high content of “‘gaso- 
line and naphtha,” and considerable pro- 
portions of lubricating distillates. The 
carbon residue of residium is fairly high. 
The wax content is inconsiderable. 

The production of Peru is represented 
by two samples; one a “waxy” crude, 
called “high cold-test crude,” and _ the 
other a “non-waxy” crude from the Lo- 
bitos field. These crudes are character- 
ized by a fairly light gravity, a high 
“gasoline and naphtha” content, unusu- 
ally small proportion of sulphur, low vis- 
cosity, and considerable proportions of 
commercial fractions. The carbon resi- 
due of residium is low in view of the large 
proportion of total distillate.

Mesopotamia Still Interests 
Oil Folk in United States 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2, 1925. 

American oil interests are continuing 
in the negotiations for a Mesopotamin oil 
concession. The reported threatened hos- 
tilities between Britain and Turkey over 
the Mosul territory will not in any event 
completely kill those negotiations, it is 
declared, because some oil territory would 
remain in Irak no matter how the Mosul 
boundary is settled. However, if the line 
south of the city of Mosul suggested by 
the League of Nations commission as the 
best if the Mosul territory is to be divided 
eventually effectuated as the boundary, 
much of the supposed rich soil lands 
would under Turkish jurisdiction. 

Turkey is described in foreign publica- 
tions as in a dilemma in connection with 
the boundary dispute and her plan to 
establish a monopoly for the sale of oil 
in Turkey. The Russian oi] syndicate is 
reported to be applying for this monopoly, 
but if the Turks produce oi] themselves 
either they or the Russians would be in 
an embarrassing position if Russia were 
given the Turkish monopoly.

The Standard Oil Company of Louisiana 
today filed a petition in support of the 
stand of New Orleans in the request for 
suspension of rates favoring Galveston, 
before they become effective December 10, 
New Orleans port authorities, local civie 
bodies and many big shippers who prefer 
to route shipments through this port, claim 
the rates discr.minate in favor of the 
Texas port as against the port of New 
Orleans Many Texas concerns have 
joined New Orleans in the fight which is 
about to reach a head this month.
